Itcferring tin* 
reader to [’art V, for « general account of Bethlehem nml id vicinity, we 
now invite hi« attention to the (‘tit not or Tttr N an vinr, which form* 
part of the t’mitftH of the Nativity, and which t« held m peculiar sanctity. 
Thm* are three churchcm, one being the I^mtin church, the neit the 
Greek church, and the third Mug rather a rhaprl under ground, which 
it u*rd in common by the follower* of cither mv L THr upper church 
i* m the form of a I»atiu cr ihh», which i* enured by a low door: the lanly 
of it t* ornamented with two row* of (ortuihun column*, let* in each 
row, *oroe of which have figure# of *aint» pamUd upon tin* shaft 'Hie 
r«»of i* of r«dar, ojkij, and very ha!id*ome ; and the wall* have been 
covered with inti ru sting painting* in fr* *eo, rin»*t probably of the time 
of ( ountAiitmc. Their i* a *tar in the flour immediately under that 
juirt of the heaven* where the *tar of Bethlehem lierawr visible to 
the wine men ( Matt. n. B, 10. 1, and, like it, directly almvc the grotto 
or place of the Nativity in the < hurrh below. Tliia grotto i« of *mall 
dimension*, and not very lofty : the entrance to it t# by a flight of 
narrow *trj*, and the roof i* supported by a single column. The altar, 
above which ina>*hr silver lamp* are kept continually burning, i» rich: 
it ia erected over the *|»ot where Immanuel, having laid aaide hia glory, 
first appeared in human nature. This »f#/t is indicated by a circle of 
agate and jasper, surrounded witli a silver glory, with the following 
inscription : —

Nineveh wa# taken a *ree#nd time, by (’yaoarew and XabopotaiMiar, 
from Chinaladin, king of Assyria, A. M. .T17H, after which it no more* 
rwirttfd in forme* r *pb v ndour. It was entirely ruined tn the time of 
Lucian of Kamoftata, who lived m the reign of the emperor Hadrian: ti 
Pt 12.

to answer to thr [wdace of Nineveh. Four mound* are ol**crvable, the 
loogrM of which run* north and *outh, and con*iM* of pevrral ridge* of 
ut«*H|ua) height, the whole njtfMariug to extend four or five mile* in 
length. The*** mound*, a* they *how neitlier bnrk*, *ton«*m nor any 
other material* of budding, but are in many [dace* overgrown with gnu**, 
rewemble the mound** left by uitreuebineiit* and fortification* of Homan 
caui|**. On the hrM of ti»<<«c. whieh form* the #outh-we*t angle, t* 
erected the tillage of Nebln Vitim*, where i* *hown the fMyjyja*r*/ tomb 
of the prophet Jonah or Jouu*. Tbi* tie it, whieh t* the largest of all, 
Mr. H»eh romccturrd to In* the monument of Niuu* : it »* *doat<d near 
tin* «t«w tern lair of the iuelo*ure, and i* railed Kovunjuk Tc|k*. It* 
f*»rm i* that of a trim rated pyramid, with regular Meep *ide* and a dal 
top, and it i* romjMHud of Mone* and earth, tin- latter predominating 
•utfieiriitly to admit of the «unifittt Ix nig cultivated bv the inhabitant** 
of the village of Koyuujuk. whieh i* built on the mirth-caMcrti extremity 
of thi* artificial mound. It* greatest heigtit. to* tnea*uml by Mr. Hieh, 
wii* 1 7 H feet , the length of the summit ca*t and w« %t, 1 HfjO lii i ; and it* 
breadth, north ami *outh, 1 1 17 f«r*t. A diort time before Mr. Hieh 
xi»itrd the*c remain*, out of a mound on the north fare of the Imundan.

h*M." Tbewr ruin* evidently indicate the fanner existence of «*oit»e very 
eitemive iditiee*, which moM pmUtblv InTouged to unbent Nineveh, 
and w hieh attest flic bli nd accompli dime fit of the prophecy that that 
** rejoicing city which dwelt rarrlt**idy ** should ** liecomc a desolation, 
drv like a wilderae**,a place for l**aM* to lie down in." (Zcph.ii. 15. 15.)

The city of Amikklon or Am alojj, vu otic of the flit* principalities of 
the anticnt Philistine* : it is rituatcd ou the coast of the Mediterranean 
Srau lxlwttn Atotu* or Ashdod, mid (»a*a, AfthkcJon in mentioned in 
Judg. i. IH. w having bmi taken by the tribe of Judah; afterward* it 
full sueresrivcly under the dominion of the A*»yrianm Persian*, Mirr* 
(Ionian*, ami Koman*. Thi* city had a temple dedicated to Venus 
Urania, which was destroyed by the Scythian*, »U hundred and thirty 
year* before the Christian o»ra ; another dedicated to Derrrto. a tutelar)' 
deity of the Philistine* ; and another consecrated to Ajm»!Io, of which 
Herod, the grandfather of Herod the (treat, wa* priest: the latter wa* 
Imrn here, and from thi* circumstance he ha* sometime* liecn called thi* 
Aftcalonitc. In the early age* of Christianity, AmcaIoii wo* a biidiop'* 
•we. During the crusade# it wa* a place of considerable iinjw»rtamv ; but, 
having lieen rejieatedlv raptured and recaptured by the Sarneen*, it wa# 
finally reduced to a heap of ruin*. Though it wtw one of the chief 
maritime ritie* of Phirnieia, at present it doe* not exhibit the leant ve#tige 
of a jM»rt, 

44 The position of A*hkelon i» *troiig ; the w'all# are built on the top of 
a ridge of nick Uiat wind* round the town in a *emieireuhir direction, 
and terminate* at each end in the sea. The foundation* remain all 
the way round ; the wall* are of great thickness, and in *onin place* of 
con*iderable height, ami Hanked with tower# at different distances. 
Patches of the wall preserve their original elevation ; but in general it la 
ruined throughout, and the material* lie scattered around the foundation, 
or rolled down the hill on either side. The ground fall* within the walk 
in the *ame manner that it doe* without : the town wa* situated in the 
hollow, so that no part of it could be seen from the outride of the walk 
Numerous small ruined bouse* still remain, with small garden* inter* 
spersed among them- In the highest part of the town are the remain* of 
a Christian convent clo*e upon the sea, with a well of excellent water 
beside it The »ea beats strongly against thi* bank on which the convent 
stands ; and six prostrate columns of grey granite, half covered with the 
wave*, attest the effects of its encroachments. There is no bay or harbour 
PtT.

Aftbkrton wan one of tbc proudest naira pire of tbc Wiilbtinre: now there 
b not an inhabitant within it* walb ; ami the prediction* of Jeremiah. 
Anna Zcphaniah, and Zcchariab, hare literally been fulfilled : — “ Aab- 
kelon la cut off with the remnant of Mrtr valley.** ( Jcr. xlvii. 5.) He 
•* that boklcth the *crptre " ha* tarn cut off “ from Aultkelon.** ( Amo* 
i. fi.) u Gas* *hall ta fornlum, and A*hkelon a denotation,*’ (Zepk. *i. 4.) 
** The king »liall perbh frtimGaxa, and A*hkcJon *hall not be inhabited.** 
(Zeclt. i*. 5.) At tbc time the two lout-cited prediction* were uttered, 
both three natrwpire of the Philistine* were in a flourbhiug condition ; 
each tin* capital of it* own petty *tatc : M and nothing but the prreeience 
of Heaven could pronounce on which of the two, and in what manner, the 
vial of lib wrath *hould thu* lie poured out.’* Giua i« atill a large and 
rrejiectahle t«>wn, but truly without a king: the wall* of Aihkelon are 
broken clown, it* lofty tower* lie scattered on the ground, and the hou«re 
are lying in min* without a human inhabitant to occupy them, or to 
build them up. ** How i* the wrath of man made to prai*e hi* Creator! 
Hath He aaid, and *hall lie not do it ? The oracle wa» delivered by the 
pro}»het [Zeehariah] more than five hundred year* In* fore the Christian 
u*ra, and we behold it* accomplishment eighteen hundred year* after that 
event, and ace with our eyre that the king ha* perbbed from Gaxa, and 
that Aahkelon i* not inhabited : and were there no other* on which the 
mind could confidently rret, from the fulfilment of thb one prophecy 
even the moat aceptieal may be a**uml, that all that i* predicted in the 
warred volume shall come to pa*»."

Moukt Liianom, of which arverml view* and descriptions have already 
been given in the coumc of this work, baa furnished the sacred writer! with 
numerous beautiful similitudes ; and the prophet Zechariah (xi. 1.) fore- 
telling the destruction of Jerusalem and the Jewish polity, probably by th« 
Babylonians (at least in the first instance), by a bold and poetical figure 
addresses the temple, whose stately buildings resembled the tall cedars 
of Lebanon ; the mountainous range of which is seen, in our engraving, 
rising majestically behind Tripoli. On part of this range olive trees ars 
cultivated: ever)' tree Is reputed to 1 n» worth from fifteen to twenty 
piastres. The soil in which these trees grow is regularly ploughed, but 
nothing is sown between them, as It is found that any other vegetation 
diminishes the quantity of olives. The ground around the stem is 
covered with earth to the height of two or three feet, in order to prevent 
the sun from injuring the roots, and also to give them the full benefit 
of the rains. 

Tairoti, which is called Tardbolo* by the Arabs, and Tripoli • by 
tW Greeks and Italians, is built on the declivity of the lowest hills of 
Lebanon, and is divided by the Nahr Kadi* ha (or Holy River) into two 
parts, of which the southern is the oust considerable. In general, the 
town is well built, and many parts of it exhibit marks of the ages of the 
crusades. Among these are several high arcades, of Gothic architecture, 
under which the streets run. The population is computed to be from 
ten to fifteen thousand, onc-third of w hom are Greeks* Its situation is 
beautiful, being surrounded by luxuriant gardens, producing itmumerabki

Thr commerce of TrijHjli, which ha* decreased in proportion with that 
of the entire commerce of Syria, rotmaU chiefly of *dk priHluroi ujhhi 
the mountain ; to which may lie added sponge#, gall*, Cretan M»ap, yellow 
wax, madder, »cainmony. ami tolvacro. Of late vrar*. the *alc of 
We*! Indian coffee ha# considerably increa#ed in Syria ; the Turk* 
having adopted the u»e of it, Ix'cauw* it i* not iimn 1 than half the price 
of Mocha coffer.

Tiik Moist op Ouvri ri^n on the rwtcrn side of Jerusalem. About 
half war up this eminence U a ruined monastery, built on the sjmiI, 
where our l-ord sat and commanded a full view of the temple, when 
certain of bin disciple* eonseraed with him concerning those fmrtrn- 
tou* signs, which were to precede the calamitous destruction of that 
*acn*d edifice. (Matt. xxiv. J — S. Mark, xii*. 3, 4s ) Hence also he 
looked down iijnm the demoted city, and wept over it a impending 
miseries. ( Luke, aix. it — H. ) From tin* point the spectator enjoys, 
fierhajw, the Iwwt \i«w of the Holy City* and the three hitU on which 
it stood an* distinctly seen. A finer or more imposing »tand rouhl 
not have lieeti selected for the denunciation of w<w» against Jerusalem. 
The panoramic \iew, exhibited in our engraving, is truly magnificent. 
“ Below, about the distance of a musket-shot* separated only by the deep 
and nam»w rn\if*e,~ or valley* 44 of Jehoshaphat, Mount Moriah rim** 
steeply from the brook Kedron, croxnnl bv the celebrated Mo*<|ue of 
Omar ; liehind, the domes of tin* sanctuary of the Holy Sepulchre and other 
church***, convents. ten moiujue*, and minaret*, rising in succession, exhibit 
a very striking appearance ; the whole rity lying so completely ex|M*iM*d 
to view* that the eye of the lieholder can 4 walk about /ion and go round 
about her, tell the towera thereof,’ ami 4 mark well her bulwarks.* 
( PsaL xlviii. \% 111.) A# seen from hence, though trodden down to the 
dust, and 

Krft c4 lirf Mjtit, at all her hofxrs iatUtnu 

4 the widowed daughter of Zion’ still displays sufficient grandeur to aid 
the imagination in painting her as she once existed, • the jierfection of 
beauty ’ — 4 the joy of the whole earth;’ but ujm»» entering into her 
walls* the illusion is saxlly dissipated.” 

Although Jerusalem appears, from a distance, to lie a large, well 
fortified, and splendid city, yet witiiiu it presents an extraordinary scene 
of min and wretched nem. Its form is an irregular oblong wjuare, some- 
what leas than three miles in circumference : it is surrounded with 
embattled walls, having towers at intervals, with six gates. There arc 
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no public aquarr*, and but very few open apace* : the »twi» are toler- 
ably fttroight, more or le«* atrep, very narrow, and generally unpavrd 
and dirty. The convent* are large building* rracmbltng fortreiwe*. llm 
houww are heavy aquare oumh*, two or three •ton*-* in height, for the 
moat part of atone; aome few, which are pow ww a e d by the Turk*, an* 
large ami well built, but utterly destitute of architectural ornament. 
Tamo thus graphically dtwrribru the transport* of the crusader*, a hen 
they fame In aighi of the Holy City ; —

BETHLEHEM.

Ttf rue is no traveller in Palestine. of any nation, whatever may lx* his 
creed, who doe* not visit Bethlehem, when* “Jesus was bom in the davs 
of Herod the king." (Matt. ii. I.) Though now reduced to a village, 
antieritlv it was a city (Ruth iii. It. iv. I.), amt wu fortified by Heho* 
txiam. (2 Chrort. xi. f>.) In Matt. ii. 1 . 5. it is railed Bethlehem of 
Judira, in order to distinguish it from another town of the same name, 
which bait lieen allotted to the t rilw* of Xchutun. In Luke ii. L it is 
termed the ‘ 4 city of Da* id,” beeauwe David was Inirn and odueated there. 

Two roads lead fn»ru Jerusalem to Betldehem : the shortest, which is 
most used, passes over ground extremely rtwhy and barren, diversified 
only by some cultivated patches, {tearing a scanty crop of grain, and by 
(tanks of wild flower*, w hich grow in great profusion. This town, or 
rather village, is pleasantly situated about six miles south-west of Jeru- 
salem, on the brow of a steep hill, in a very fertile soil, w hieh only wants 
cultivation to render it what the name “ Bethlehem" imports , — a house 
of hrtufi . At tin* further extremity, like a citadel, stands the eonvent of 
Saint (iiovanni, which contains the Church of the Nativity. A star is 
introduced into our view, in order to guide the reader's eve to this *jmt. 
This convent is divided among the ( i reek, Homan, and Armenian Chris- 
tians, to each of whom are assigned separate portions, as well for lodging 
as for places of worship ; but on eertain days they may all jarforni their 
devotions at the altars which are erected over the most memorable spot* 
within these saerwi walls. This eonvent is entered through a door 
strongly bound with iron, so low as to oblige the party entering to stoop 
considerably, and t<m narrow to allow more than one person to pas* at a 
time. This leads into the Church of the Nativity, which was erected by 
the empress Helena, on the site of a temple of Adonis, whieh was built 
here by the emperor Hadrian, in his hatred against all who professed 
the Christian name and faith. 

About a mile to the north-east of Bethlehem is a deep valley, in which 
Dr. Clarke imagined that he lialted at the identical fountain or well, for 
the delicious water of which David longed. (2 Sam. xxiii. 15 — IS.) 
Here, according to tradition, is the field where the shepherds kept watch 
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by night, when Um tiigeb inoottnetd to them die birth of our Lord* 
(Luke II H — II.) When tbU fpot wo veiled by Mr* Come, two fine 
and Vfftmblc trm Mood in tbr centre ; and the earth around it waa 
thickly cwrmd with fluarn ; he n prwM*nu it a* ** wo *wect ami romantic 
a §pot. that it would l>c painful to doubt it* identity 

Bethlehem U now a floor village, with a population of about three 
hundred inhabitant*, mn«t of whom an* Christian*, Their uutiiUr «u 
dreadfully reduce! by the plague in the year l$T2; and though tin* 
tillage »* only a few mile* diMant from Jerusalem* the mortality i« 
generally much greater here than in the mctrojMdi# of the Holy Land. 
The Bethlrbrmite* an* repre*et»ted by all tra%ellem a* a lx»ld and fierce 
rare, of whom both Turk* and Aral* utand in awe. The greater part 
of them gain their livelihood by making Wad*, carving mother-of*|iearl 
abell* with warn’d aubject*. and other trinket*, which an* highly valued 
and eagerly purchased by the devout M*»tom, The monk* of Bethlehem 
claim the exelu*ive privilege of marking the limit* and twwlir* of *uch 
pilgrim* a* elnxwe to *iibiutt to the ojientlton. with cro**«**, Mar*. and 
monogram*, by mean* of guttjxiwder ; — an operation thi*. which i* alwav* 
painful, ami wometimr* dangerou*. Till* practice »* very antient ; it i* 
noticed by Virgil ( ,T*r»eid, lib. iv. v. 1 ki. ), and by Pompon iu* MeU 
(lib. xxi.). Or. ( bike remark*, that then* rarely e\i*t* an in*tanee among 
the minor jmpular *u}>entitioti* of the Greek and Homan church***, but 
it* origin may Im* found in more remote antiquity, ami very often among 
the religion* eu*t«mi* of the heathen nation*.

Among the various plac*** in Palestine whirl* wore honoured by the pre- 
sence of Jesus Christ, Nazareth, where hr #j»enl tin* greater jwirt «»f hi* 
youth, i* eminently distinguished. (Matt. ii. 23. Luke it. 51, 52.) 

Nazareth is lieautifully situated; but, though it i* termini a city in the 
sacred Volutur, it i# now an inconsiderable ullage ; amt the house* an* an 
much marked by poverty us the inhabitant*. The vale in which it lie* 
rmeniMcs a circular basin cncompnwM'd by mountains: it mtim a# if fif- 
teen mountains nu*t to form an iticbwure for this delightful wjmt ; they rise 
round it like the edge of a shell to guard it from intrusion. It alnmnd* 
in fig tm**s small gardens, and hedges of tin* prickly |w*ar; and the dense 
rich gran# affords an abumlant pasture. The village Miami* on tin* writ 
wide of the valley. The house# are small, lla t-roo fi d, and built of a light 
porous stone. The bazaar* are small square room*, having only a door- 
way ; ami a gutter run# through the middle of the narrow strict*. In the 
centre of the town stand* one mosque, the minaret of which ilaily prn- 
claim* that Jc*u* of Nazareth i* not tin; dominant ma*ter here. 

The Latin convent stand# at the cost eml of tin* village, and i* built 
upon the high ground ju#t where tin* rocky surface join* the valley. It# 
churchy which i# calk'd the 44 Church of tin* Incarnation/’ i* erected oti 
the suppose! sjM>t where tin* angel Gabriel saluted the Virgin Mary witli 
the joyful tiding* related in Luke i. 2K-—3K. It rm*tubh** the figure of 
a cron# ; that jiart of it which stand* for the tree of the ennui U fourteen 
pace* long and six broad, ami run* into the grotto which w said to have 
been the house of Joseph ami Mary . The tramverne part of it i* nine 
pace* in length and four in width, and i* built aero** the mouth of the 
tkve. Just at tin* section of thtwe division* arc erected two granite 
pillar*, two feet in diameter, and about three feet distant from each other. 
According to one tradition, they were intended to represent the dimension* 
of the angel who delivered the heavenly menage : but another account 
represent* them to stand on tin* very place* where the angel and the 
We**ed Virgin severally stood at the time of the annunciation. The inner - 
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most column. which is intended to represent the Virgin Miry, ha* been 
made the subject of a pretended mirark*. The column ban been broken 
through iliovr the pedestal, and the fractured portion is separated, yet 
tin* upper part of tin* column dor* not fall, hut remain# siisfiettdrd in 
the atr. It ha# evidently no support fsiow, and the monk who show# it 
pn»te#i* that it ha# none alxivc : the inference, which it is wi#bcd that the 
credulous visitor should deduce, is, that it is a daily and perpetual miracle. 
The fact, however, is, that the capital and a piece of the shaft have been 
fastened to the roof of the gro tto ; amt what is shown for the tower frag- 
ment of tin* same pillar noting ujmn the earth, according to Dr. Clarke, 
i# not of the satin* sulMtanee, Imt of cipolino marble. Up stairs, above 
the church of the incarnation, then* are exhibited to travellers another 
grotto, rall^l the 14 Virgin Mary**# kitchen," and a black smoked place in 
the comer, which is called her chimney. 

Near the convent i# shown the 44 workshop of Joseph:” it i# now a 
smalt chajieh |»erfectly modem. Over the altar is a representation of 
him with tin* implement# of hi# trade, and holding the infant Jesus by 
the hand, a# if instructing him in his mechanical employment. 

The population of Naxareth is estimated, hv different travellers, at 
fifteen humln-d or two thousand, al#*ul six hundred of whom art? Chris- 
tians, No Jews an* permitted to rtwide here. This village is now called 
N assent.

O KH(,rsn.A, thr territory Ih longing to which t* mentioned tn Matt viti. '£8. an 
** tin* country of tin- Derge#* lies’* wai one ol’ th*’ citte* of the region of 
Dccapoli*, no called from it* containing ten ciftr*: by chi**ieal geographers 
(irrgedia wa< called Ctcraia. Although the Drcftjmli* wttn within the limit* of 
the land of Kruel, it wa* pmlutblv inhabited by foreigners and hence it 
retained n foreign appellation. 

The «*viitenee of (ter»%a »a« unknown for many cent uric*, until it* mite wan 
dUrmered early in the priwut century, by the indefatigable traveller, Dr. 
Neetzen ; it* ruin* are pointed out l*\ tin* modern Aral** under the name of 
l)jrnt»h. They have lieni dcmcritied by Me*mr*. Buckingham. Iltit rkhnrdt* and 
Fuller, from who*e coiubined narrative* the following neeount i* derived. 

Approaching the city from the w< M through a cemetery mtrewed with broken 
atone sirropliagi. and inclo*cdhy a trench at the north* western mde of the wall, 
the traveller arm** at the ruin* of a (’onnthutn temple, which face* the ea*t» 
and Maud* on elevated ground. Our engraving represent* a portion of theme 
magnificent remain* of antient art. Thi* temple wan murronuded by n mrilmlii*, 
compomed of a double row of column*, long mince thrown down ; but the area of 
which may In* traced by their hum**, which Mill remain. A little further mouth, 
after palming the ruin* of a mmatler ( ‘nrinthiait temple, the traveller reiirlie* a large 
theatre, in a Mate of miiigularlv fine premerv atiott , the mtoiie lieitche* or »< at* are 
altnoM entire, and the wall at the hack of the promeeiiitun i» Mill mtanding, together 
with mcveral column* w hieh fortiu d it* inferior decoration. I him pro*renium 
im muflirientlv roiuph te to give an accurate idea of the plan : and it i» not 
difficult to mit on one of the Urnehem, and imagine a (ireek play jMTfortning to a 
( renwui audienee, a* it warn weventcen centime* ago. The theatre, am mom), im 
placed on the *Iu|h* of the hill, and dome Innudc it M<mh 1 a large temple nlmo ot 
the Corinthian order. Three ride* of the cella alone remain ; all the column#, 
both of the portico and of the pcrimtyle, having fallen. A broad flight of mtepw, 
now ijuite dilapidated, led up to tlii* temple; and from the rite of Uie portico, 
there im ft fine view over t lit* whole extent of the ruin*. 1 he city occupied 
nearly a wpiare of morurwhut le*m than two Kiiglidi mile* tn circumference ; 
and it# greatemt length warn nearly an Ltiglirii mile; it mtood on the facing 
mlop4*m of two oppoftilr hill*, wttli a narrow but not deep valley between them; 
through which ran a clear mtream of wafer, mpringitig from fouritaium near the 
centre of the town, and parallel with it a mtreet of coluiuttm extended nearly it# 
whole length. At the mouth end, thn mtreet appear* to have terminated in a 
circular or rather oval colonnade of fifty •mcvcti pillar*. Originally, there were 
nearly one hum! rid, all of the Ionic order, alwuit twenty feet high, and placid 
tn a mingle row round the inclo*ure, which probably wn* the forum. About 
three hundred yard# from thi# warn tin mouth gate of the town, now fallen down 
and blocked up with ruin*: ami at about the mame distance without Uie gate, 
there if a triumphal arch very little injured. The* front prementm four column* 
of a mmall diameter, and constructed of many mefotratc pii*ce» of miotic: their 
p<do*tal* are of a wjuare form, but tall and mlemler. On each of theme i« placed 
a design of leaven, very like a Corinthian capital, without the volute#: and on 
thi* again rime# a *haft, which i* plain, and compomd of many mmall portion#* 
A# all the column* were broken near the top, the crowning capital* are not 
*een. The pediment and frieze are aJ*o destroyed : but enough remain* to 
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give an accurate idea of the original design, and to prow that the order of 
architecture was Corinthian* The building appears to have been a detached 
triumphal arch, perhaps erected for the entrance of some victorious hero who 
had distinguished himself in a battle on the Lake or Sea of Tiberias, on which 
It is known that many conflicts took place between the Jews and Romans. 

Just within this gateway there is seen an extensive naumaebia, or theatre 
for the exhibition of naval lights, eonstructed of fine masonry, and finished on 
the top with a large moulding wrought in the stone. The seats, though over- 
grown with grass, remain nearly entire; and the channels for filling the theatre 
with water arc still visible. Pacing onward, there appears a second gateway, 
nearly similar in design to that already described, but connected here on both 
aides with the walls of the city, to which it seems to have formed the proper 
entrance. Then turning to the left, the traveller advances into a large and 
beautiful circular colonnade, of the Ionic order, and surmounted by an archi- 
trave: beyond which is a long avenue of columns, which probably marked the 
direction of the principal street that intersected the city. This street is not 
more than wide enough to allow one carriage to pass along, and the marks of 
the carriage wheels remain. On each side is a row of eoliimns of diffm'ttt 
heights and of different workmanship, and in various degre*** of preservation, 
the Corinthian order predominating. At aland one third of the distance from 
the circular colonnade to the northern gate, this street is intersected at right 
angles by another, which is also Hanlon! with columns, but of h*** dimensions. 

At this intersection arc four large jH’drstals on which there pmlmhlv wen* 
erected small Corinthian columns, as shafts and capitals of that onW lie 
scattered txdow : and the ennui street leads down on the right by a flight of 
steps to a bridge aero** the nut, great part of which remains, though the 
crown of the arch has given way and made it impassable. After )ui*«ing the 
fragments of u solid wall on the left, the traveller comes to the ruins of a semi- 
circular temple, in front of which then* has been a jiortico of Corinthian 
columns, eotiijKiaiiig part of the grand colonnade. These columns cannot l»e 
much less than fifty leet in height: their form is very elegant. The semicir- 
cular building itself i» entered with a half-dome, and is ornamented with 
peculiar richness ami lieautv. Be\ond this again are temples, colonnades, 
theatre*, arched building# with dome*, dttaclw*d group* of Ionic and Corinthian 
column*, bridges, aipieducts and portions of large buildings; all of which, even 
III their present state of ruin, attest how admirable tin* wiiole was dt«|x »<*<<! for 
imwbtciug etfecl in combination. Pxeept jierliap* at Home or at Athens, 
Mr. Puller is of opinion, that a more striking assemblage of architectural 
remains dm*# not exist, than that w hich present* itself to view from the portico 
of the southern temple. Palmyra is the place to which Djerash or C«ergr*h& 
may lx* most aptly iHiiiipanil. The style of the orchittYture slows that the 
two cities were nearly contemporary : but, though the ruin# of Palmyra are 
murh more extensive, those of Djenudi art more varied : and, instead of being 
surrounded by a barren wilderness, they have the advantage of a picturesque 
situation m the midst of a beautiful and smiling country, abounding in water, 
wood, and herbage. The stone, with which Djemali is built, is calcareous, of 
considerable hardness, and the same as the rock of the neighbouring mountains. 
None of tin* present habitations of the city are in a state of preservation ; but 
the whole of the area within the walls is covered with their ruins.

Hi* reawoiu* 
for dedieltef are a* follow* : — I. The tomb of Christ wan in a ganlen 
without the wall* of Jcni*alcni ; the structure which at present I w ar* iU 
name i* in the heart of, at least, the modern city ; and l)r. Clarke i* un- 
willing to Udieve that the outicnt limit* can have la eti *o much eireum- 
M*riiw*d to the north a* to exclude it* site. 2. Further, the original

Bishop Hfhkk, however, in hi* elaborate critique on Dr. Clarke’*

The llnM Si ft l.eilttr i* a Mirroplmgu* id" white marble, destitute of 
ornament. and slightly tuig»*d with blue ; (i ft, 1^ in. long, S ft. 0] in. 
broad* ami ‘J ft, lj in. deep, measured on the outside. It u hut indiffer- 
ently polislud, and upjH on* a* if it had at one time been rxjxwsed to 
the {ndting of the Morin and the change* of the season*. by w hich it ha* 
l K'eti coiiMderably disintegratid. Oxer it art *u*peudi*d twelve rnawy 
splendid silver lamps the gill* of monarch* and prince*: these arc kept 
continually burning, in honour of the twelve apostle*. 'I*l»e sarcophagus 
occupies alwmt one half of tin* sepulchral chamber, and extend* from one 
end of it to the other. A space, not exceeding three feet wide, in front 
of it, is all that remain* for the reception of visitors so that not more 
than three or four persons can be conveniently admitted at a time. Over 
the sarcophagus is a large painting, representing Christ bursting the 
Ivotids of the tomb, and hi* triumphant ascent out of the grave on the 
morning of the resurrection. A (»r*‘c*k or Latin priest always stands 
here with a silver vase of incense*, w hich he waves over the pilgrims.

TIBERIAS, AND THE SEA OF GALILEE.

Tiberias, one of the principal cities of Galilee, erected by the tetrareh 
Herod Antipas, who gave it this appellation in honour of the emperor Tiberius, 
It wan this Herod who beheaded John the Baptist (Matt. xiv, $ — IL), Rod 
who sought the life of Christ himself. (Luke xiii. SI.) He probably resided 
in Tiberias ; which may lie the reason why the Saviour never visited this place. 
It was situated near the Sea of Galilee, on h plain of singular fertility, which 
was greatly increased by assiduous cultivation. Josephus describe* this region 
as a perfect paradise, blessed with a delicious temperature, and producing the 
fruit* of every climate under heaven, not at stated jieriod* merely, but in ettdlc** 
succession throughout the year. The neglect of agriculture in modern Um«*s 
has, of course, made it less productive; but the tuihlness of the climate, and 
the richness of the soil, are wtill extolled by travellers. When the Homans 
made war u|mhi the Jews, Tiberias surrendered without waiting for a siege : 
on this account the Jews remained unmolested; and after the destruction of 
Jerusalem, this city liecnme eminent for its academy, over which a succession 
of Jewish doctor* presided until the fourth century. In the early ages of 
Christianity, Tiberias was an epueop«il we; in the seventh century it was taken 
by the Saracen* under the caliph Omar; and though it passed into the hands 
of the Christians during the crusades, tin* Mohammedan* regained the pm#c»*iott 
of it toward* the close of the fourteenth century. Widt h scattered ruin* of 
wall* and other buildings, a* well a* fragment* of column*, indicate the autient 
extent of Til term*. The stone of these ruins i* described by the Hev. William 
Jowett as lieing very black, so that there is nothing about them of the 
splendour of antiquity, - nothing but an uir of mourning ami desolation. In 
this circumstance they differ so greatly from the magnificent mititpiitie* of 
Egypt and Greece, os to leave the most sombre impression on the fancy; they* 
art* perfectly funereal." 

The modern town of Tiben&«, which i* delineated to our engraving, is by the 
natives called Tabahia, or Tabiiahh aii ; it oecuphu part of the mie of the 
antient city, ami is situated at a short distanee to the #a*t from the Sett id 
G&Jilcc. It is surrounded with wall* and towers, which at first view are very 
imposing; on a nearer approach, however, their insignificance is apparent. A 
few cannon would put them down in an instant, though to an assault from the 
natives they would present. probably, a very long and effectual resistance. 
One fourth of the sjiare within the walls is stated by Dr. Kichardson to In* 
unoccupied by house or building ; and many jiart* of tin* town are in a ruined and 
filthy condition. The population lias I wen computed at one thousand five hundred 
or two thousand jierson# ; eighty house* are occupied by Christians, and otic 
hundred and fifty by Turks, but the largest portion (nmmiuting to two hundml) 
is tenanted by Jew?, of alt nations, who come here to spend the rest of their days. 
On the north side of the town, not far from the lake, Un-re is a Greek church, 
the architecture of which exhibits much of the character of those sacred edifice* 
which were erected by the empress Helena: it is said to occupy the identical 
spot on which stood the house of the apostle Peter, who, previously to his 
becoming a disciple of Jesus C hrist, had been a fisherman on the lake. 

To the south of Tiberias lie the celebrated hot hath*, the water of which 
contains a strong solution of muriate of soda ( common salt), with a considerable 
intermixture of iron and sulphur ; it emit* a powerful sulphureous smell. A 
thermometer placed in different spots w here the water gushes out, rose to the 
Ptll. 
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v*ri<m height* of 151, 152, 158, and 139 degrees of Fahrenheit; in the bath, 
where it cools after standing some time, its temperature was 11 a A humble 
building is erected over the bath, containing mean apartments, on one aide for 
men, on the other for women : it is much frequented, as a cure for almost 
every complaint, particularly by the Jews, who have a great veneration for 
a Homan sepulchre excavated in a cliff near the spot, which they imagine to 
be the tomb of Jacob. About a mile from the town, and exactly in front of 
the lake, is a chain of rocks, in which are distinctly seen cavities or grottoes 
that have resisted the ravages of time. These are uniformly represented to 
travellers as the places referred to in the gospel history, which were the resort 
of miserable and fierce demoniacs, upon one of whom Jesus Christ wrought a 
miraculous and instantaneous cure. ( Matt. viii. 28. Mark v. % 3. Luke viii. 37.) 

The 8k a or Galii.ee, which is seen in the background of our engraving, 
derives its name from its situation on the eastern Imnier* of the province of 
Galilee; it was antiently called the Sea of Chinneretli, or Chinucroth (Numb, 
xxxiv. U. Josh. xii. 3.;, from its x trinity to the loan of that name. In 
1 Mac. xi. 67. it is called the Water of Geimesar, and in Luke v. I. the Lake 
of Gemiesaret, from the neighbouring land of that name. Its most rommou 
ap|M'llatioti is the Ska nr tiekhias, from the contiguous town of Tiberias, 
which has been deserilied in the preceding paragraphs. 

This rapacious lake is from twelve to fifteen miles in length, and from six to 
nine miles in breadth ; along the short* its depth varies and in some parts it 
may Ik* sixty feet. The water is jierfeetlv ftvdi, and 6 used h\ the inhabitants 
of Tiberias to drink, and for every culinary purple. The waters of the 
northern part of this lake abound with delicious fU|». It i% remarkable that 
there is not a single Imat of any description on tin* Sea of Tilieiim* at present, 
although it is evident from tin* gospel hriton that it was much navigati*d in the 
time of Jesus Christ. The tidi are caught partly bv the fifthcrmeti going into 
the water up to their waist, and throwing in u hand-net, and partly with easting- 
nets from the lieacli ; the consequence is. that a very small quantity only is 
taken, in roM|wri*on of what might la* obtained if Imat# were ernphmd. 
This accounts for the rircuinstunee of fish fn ing ho dear at 1 ila rias. as to la* 
sold at the same price per jxiund as meat, Viewed from a height, the water 
looks, amidst the sttrrmutdiug mountains, like an iitnnciiM* reservoir ; and from 
the northern part lH*ittg covered witli volcanic remains, it has been conjectured 
that this lake was at one [rerun! the crater of a volcano. It has I wen compared 
by travellers to Loch Lomond ill Scotland ; and, like the lake of Windenm re 
in Westmoreland, it is often greatly agitated by winds. A strong rurrent marks 
the passage of the Jordan through this lake ; and w hen this is opposed by 
contrary winds, which blow here with tin* force of a hurricane trom the 
south-east, sweeping into the lake from the mountains, a boisterous sea is 
instantly raised, which the small vessels of the country (such as were antiently 
in use) were ill qualified to resist. Such a tempest is described in Matt. viii. 
«24-~-«$fi.» which was miraculously calmed by J<*»u* Christ, with a word. The 
broad and extended surface of this lake, “ covering the bottom of a profound 
valley, surrounded by lofty and precipitous eminences, when added to the 
impression under which every Christian pilgrim approaches, gives to it a 
character of unparalleled dignity.* 4

Tim s view exhibits tin* village of Na/arefh (of which it general account 
ha* born given in Part II. of t Iii>* work), together xx «th the amphitheatre 
of mountains which rise majestically around it. 

Not fur distant from the hou>c of Jmrph, mentioned in tin’ drsciiptinn 
already referred to. in shown tin- synagogue whrrr our Saviour preached 
flu* sermon related in Luke iv. IN- 'J7 . ; and al*«» tin* precipice, from 
winch tht* monk* of tin* Latin mim m affirm that ho load'd down, in 
order to eseajM* the rage of hi* townsmen, w ho vn ir offended at hi** 
application of the sacred text. “ Alt they in the synagogue, when they 
heard these tlimirr were tilled with wiuth, mid rose up, and thrust him 
out of the city ; and led him to the brow of the lull whereon their eitv 
wn* built, that they might cast Inin down headlong. Hut he, {Missing 
through the midst of them, went hi* wav."' (Luke iv. ) 

The Mount of Preeipilntion, a* it i* now called, i* about a mile and a 
half distant from Nazareth, according to |>r. Richardson, but two mile* 
according to the oli*er\ utioii* made b\ Mr. Ruekmgham and the ltr\, 
W.Jowett, though l)i . I .. I ). ( larke maintain* that the word* of the 
evangelist explicitly prove the situation * » I the autient eitv t»» have In et» 
precisely that wliieh i* occupii d bv tin modern village. Mr. Jowelt, 
however, ha* ( we conceive ) eh arlv *hnw n that flu Mmiiti of Prccipifuf ton 
could not Iw* immediately contiguous to Nu/arcth. l id* village, it will be 
observed, i* situated in a little doping vah or dell on tin* *»de, and nearly 
extends to the foot of a hill, w hieh, though not very lofty, »* rather steep 
and overhanging, 

** The e\e nutnrullv wander* over it* summit. in ipte*t of some jwiint 
from which it might probahh be, that the men of tin* phn*e emhavoured 
to our Saviour down (Luke i\. * 1 i. ) ; but in vaiu: no rm'k adapted 

to such an object app» ar*. 

“At the foot of thr loll i* a modest simple plain, *urroumh*d by low' hilL, 
reaching in length nearly a mile; in breadth, mar the city, u hundred 
and tiftv \ard»; but further on, about four hundred yard*. On tliM 
plain there are a few olive-tree* and fig-tnc*, sutheieot, or ratlirr 
scarcely sufficient, to make the *pot pieture*<pie. Then follow* a rav me, 
which grad nail v grow* deeper and narrower, till, after walking almut 
another mile*, you find \ ourself in an immense elut«m with steep rock* 
on either side, from w hence you behold, us it wa re beneath your feet, and 
liefore you, the* noble* Plain of KseJruelon. Nothing can In* finer than 
the apparently -immeasurable prospect of thi* plain, bound* d to tin* 

south by the mountains of Samaria. The elevation of the Kill* on which 
Lin* spectator stands in this ravine* i* very gnat; and the whole scene, 
when we saw it, was clothed in the most rich mountain-blue colour that 
can be conceived. At this sfmt, on tin* right hand of the ravine, h 
shown tin* rock to which tin* men of Na/areth are supposed to have con- 
ducted our Lord, for the purpose of throwing him down. With the 
Testament in our hands, we endeavoured to examine tin.* probabilities of 
I*t. y. 
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the spot ; and f coofeaa tWw t» nothing in it which excite* a icntplf of 
incredulity in mjr mind. The ruck ben? U perpendicular for about fifty 
fort, down which spare it would Ik? ft*r to hurt a person who should be 
unaware* brought to the summit ; and hi* perishing would be a very 
certain eomwfjoencc. That the spot might Ik* at a considerable distance 
from the city is an idea not inconsistent with Sl Luke* account ; for 
the expression * thrusting* Jesus ‘out of the city, ami leading him to 
the twww of the hill on which their city was built,' give* fair scope for 
imagining, that, lit their rage and debate, the Nazartne* might, without 
originally intending hi* murder, pnwa upon him for a considerable dis- 
tance a her they had quitted the synagogue. The distance, as already 
noticed, from modern Nazareth to this spot is scarcely two mile* — a 
st m*c which, in the fury of persecution, might *oot» be passed over. Or 
sliotild this appear ti*> considerable, it is by no means certain but that 
Nazareth may at that time have extended through the principal part of 
the plain* which lb** liefnrc the modem toun : in tliis case, the distance 
jiasacd over might not rxrretl a mile. It remains only to note the 
expression — • the brow of the hill, on * htcli their city was built ’ : 
fid*, according to the modem a*jx*et of the sjmt, would s*x*m to Ik* the 
hilt north of the town, cm the lower *1 ojk* of which the town i* built; 
but 1 apprehend the word ‘hill’ to liave in this, as it has in very 
many other passagi** of Scriptures a much larger sense ; denoting some- 
times a range of mono tains, and in some instances a whole mountainous 
district. In all these ca%»* t hr* singular word * Hill/ * (iehel/ is umd 
according to the idiom of the language of this country’. Thus ‘(rebel 
CarwyV or Mount Carmel, is a range of mountains: ‘(icbcl Libiian/ 
or Mount I«ehai»on t is a mouiitainmis district of more tlum fifty miles in 
length: *C»ebeI rz-Zctlftti/ the Mount of Olive*, is certainly a con- 
siderable tract of mountainous country. And thus any {m ixhi, coming 
from Jerusalem and entering on the Plain of Lsdraelon, would, if asking 
the name of that Ixdd lute of mountains which bounds the north side of 
the plain, In- iufonucd that it was ‘(ichel Nusra/ the Hill of Nazareth; 
though, in Kngltsh, we should rail them the Mountain* of Nazareth. 
Now the sjwit shown as illustrating Luke iv. is in fact, on the very 
brow of this lofty ridge of mountains; in comparison of which, the hill 
iifHifi which the modern town is built is but a gentle eminence." 

This intelligent traveller, therefore, concludes that this mountain may 
be the real scene when* our Divine IVnphet, Jkma, experienced so 
gnat a dishonour from the men of his own couutry and of his own 
kindred. 

In a valley near Nazareth is a fountain which l>ean* the* name of the 
Virgin Mary, and w here the women an* seen passing to and fro w ith 
pitcher* ou Uieir heads a* in tlavs of old. It is justly remarki*d that, if 
then* Ik* a sjn»t tlmmghout the lloly lauid w hich was more particularly 
honoured by the presence of Mary, we may consider this to be the place; 
becauiic the situation of a copious spring is not liable to change, and 
because the custom of repairing thither to draw* water has been continued 
among the female inhabitants of Nazareth from the earliest period of 
it* history* •

Tills mcw will rnihl« the reader to form a correct judgment of the 
ftin-rU of the nty of Jerusalem, which ( »t will In* ms i» ) are partly ojkui 
ami jiartly rovt ml. The n|»artinrnu whirl) stand* over the archway tti 
thr distance, form* jutrt of what U called “ thr house of the rirb man ** 
who i# mention*’* l id thr Uiiratin' of St. Luke (tvi. — HI.). It is *mc 
of thr lM**t id Jerusalem. Tin* fountain, which i» w prominent feature 
in our engraving, i* executed in Im 4«I rrhrf: although of Saracenic 
workmanship. it *# ronjerturrd hy Mr. f »therw«M*d to l»c den ved from 
thr wtvlr of arrlutrrtur* introduced by tin- Crusader*. In common with 
thr other fountains in Jerusalem, Oil* fountain is supplied from thr 
|\x»U of Solomon, which Ur a few mil**# to the south-wrat of Bethlehem. 
The water t* conducted through a #mall aqueduct, jMirtly under, and 
jmrtly above ground: it is of excellent quality, hut tlie supply is not 
sufficiently copious for the consumption of the inhabitanta, who make up 
the deficUmcy from the water supplied by the cistern# which are filled 
by the periodical nun#.

“ Bra I'TirfL for tituation, thr joy of the whole earth, na* mount Zion M 
to the heart of every devout Israelite: for thither 44 the trilww of the 
Lo«i> went up, to give thanks unto the name of the Lord;” and 
w then* aI*o were 4 « wt thrones of judgment, the throne* of the hott*e 
of I>a\id. ( P*ahu xlv ni. ‘2. ewii. V. , r ». ) Jerusalem i* situated near the 
centre of Palatine, among th* mountains, nltout thirty-seven mile* front 
th«* Mediterranean Sea, and twenty -three from the rive r .Ionian. The 
l»io*t antient name of this city w.v* SAt.rw (Gen. xiv, 1H„); and It * a* 
afterwards railed Junes, from «me of the mu»* of Canaan. (Josh. xviii. *2S. ) 
Being a very strong )M»*itioti, it resisted tmtuv attempt* of the Israelite* 
U> xuImIoc it. until at length it wa* toinrol Sty David ( *2 Sam. v. 
after which it received it* present name, and wa* aUo called the Cirv or 
D \ vti). 

After it* diwtruction hv the Chaldtritn*, Jerusalem was relmilt hy the 
Jew* on their return from the Babylonish captivity, about the vear 
5'Mi ICC. They exerted themselves much, m order to restore it* former 
splendour ; and Herod the (treat exjtcnd* d *um* in it* eml»elli*hinent. 
At tength it v*a* taken, A. D. 7'2, by the Homan* iind* r Titu*, who 
ineHeetu.illy ernteavoured to save it* celebrated i t:\trt.r ; tin* foundation* 
of which were ploughed up by the Hitman soldier*. Thu*, agreeably to 
the priHlietmiiH of the prophets, “ /inn w,t* ploughed a* a Held, am! 
Jerusalem Iveeanie heaps (,ler. \\vi. is. Mie. in. 1*2.); and, conformably 
to the prophecy of Jrsis Christ, not one *tot»e wa* left upon another 
which wax not thrown down. ( Matt, un . ». ) A*, however, the Jew* 

continued to return, the emperor Hadrian planted a Homan colony there, 
ami ert cted a citv on part of the former site of Jerii*alcru, which he 
called .Ki.ia (’ahtui.iva, and ot rted himself to obliterate all trace* 
Imth of Judai*m and Christianity. But in the reign of Constantine, the 
first Christian ciujwror, it resumed it* antient name, which it ha* retained 
to the present day. Julian the apostate, who, alter In* father, *ureecded 
to the throne of hi* uncle Constantine, end* avoured to retmdd the tempi*' *, 
but hi* design ( and that of the Jew * w hom he patronised ) wa* frustrated, 
A. D. An earthquake, a whirlwind, and a fiery eruption, rotiiju lied 

the workmen to abandon their design. 

The *ul>*«M(ucnt history of Jerusalem may l>c narrat**! in few word*. 
In A. 1). t>13 it wax tak* n by Cusrho***, king of Persia, who *lew ninety 
thousand of the inhabitants; and, to the utmost of hi* power, *lemoli*h* d 
whatever the Christian* had venerated. Iti A. D. (i27 tin* emperor 
Hermeliua defeated Owrhoes, and Jerusalem wa* recovered by the 
Greek*. The caliph Omar, the third in *urce#*ion from Mohammed* 
wa* it* next compieror: A. D. fi!V> he captured it from the Chruitian* 
after a idege of four month* ; and it continued under the caliph* of 
Bagdad until A. D. H6H, when it wa* taken by Ahmed, a lurkinh 
aovereigu of Egypt. During the spare of 2*20 year* it wa# subject to 
mantra, Turkish and Saracenic; and in 10 (fit it wa* taken by the 
crusader* under Godfrey of Bouillon, when the standard of the cm** 
Pt 9. 
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wto triumphantly displaced upon iu walls, am! it again became the 
capital of a kingdom. *fhr ('bmtiau nwuiarcby of Jerusalem wa» of 
flxm duration. 

Godfrey waa aweeeeded by hi» brother Baldwin, who died in 1 US. In 
the year 1188 HaUdin, sultan of the Hast, captured the city, which was 
restored to the Latin prior*** by Saleh Ismael, emir of Damascus, and 
fifty years afterward* the) lost it to the sultans of Egypt, who held it 
until 1:182. rielim, the Turkish sultan, mluerd Egyjrt and Syria, 
including Jerusalem, in 1,717; and it still continue* under the Turkish 
dominion, ** trodden down of the Gentiles," iu literal fulfilment of our 
I^mf* prediction. 

Our engraving exhibit* a general view of Jerusalem with the wall*. 
Thi* eitjr omiptre an irregtdar twjuare lslso'ii two mill** anti a half and 
three miles in circumference. 1 he wall* by which it i» surrounded an* 
Hanked, at irregular distance*. hv square tower*, and hast* tudlienient# all 
around on their summit*, with loop-hole* for arrows or musketry* close 
to the to|x, The wall* wp|w*ar to l»c nU»ut lifty fi*ct in height, hut an* not 
surrounded by a ditch; within them are seen crowded dwelling*. remark- 
aide in no re*p**ct, except licing ti rracol hv flat roofs, and generally 
built of stone. The large building, with a enjxda toward* the left, is 
the mo* | tie of Omar, the iim«t elegant edifice of the 'Turk s in J« noalcin * 
it f*eeupie* the site of the great temple of Solomon, anil i* held in such 
profound generation by the Mu**ulm:tun*, a*, to have become forbidden 
ground to tinv Jew or ( hristinii, wlm, if detected cub ring it* precinct*, 
must either adopt the Musxulmnun faith or lorfeit his life. Two motlern 
travellers, however. <the late Mr. llurekhurdt, and M. lladhia under the 
assumed name of Alt Ih-\,> succeeded in obtaining a view of the interior 
of this building, in the garb of Moslems; and subsetpiently it was visited 
and e vumined in detail. four several times, b\ Dr. Richardson, whose 
skill as a phvwieiun had procured for him that extraordinary privilege. 
The elevated platform or terrace ujmm which it stands is Ixmnded by 
emimnkuicut-walL, and others of antietit eonstruetion, forming a level 
area of 7 ftJ feet in length b\ 7 >70 feet in breath. The two low eufMtlu* 
towards the right of our plate indicate the church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
of the interior of which a view has Ihcii given iu Part 11. It is meted 
on tin* site of the timgnilicrnt antietit church widt h was dtMroyed b\ tire 
sonic years ago: it lux* l>een rebuilt by various sect* of Thristians, who 
have w jmrate portion* of the Imihbug allotted to them for tin* )w*rfoniuiiiee 
of their resjwctive services. The general plan of the former building is 
stated to have l>een pre%erv«*d with sueh exactness, that the U«*scriptiot>s 
of it given by former travellers are iHjuallv applicable to the modern 
edifice. The Greek, Armenian, and l~atin C hristian*, severally have 
their convent* : the prineijial is that of Saint Salvador, which is occu- 
pied by monks of the Franciscan order, who hospitably entertain pilgrims 
of all Christian nations. It w ill acrtHumodatc about two hundred persons, 
and is so completely inclosed by lofty w alls a* to resemble a fortress. * 
The population, ordinarily resident in Jerusalem, may be state*! at 
12 , 000 ; but it is considerably increased by the pilgrims who Hock 
thither at certain i seasons of the y«wr, particularly at Easter, w hen they 
are crowded into the several convents.

This 
iltsiply interesting «|M>t »* situattsl Itdwwtt the foot of the Mount of 
Olives ami the hrt*»k Kedron : it was * place frequently resorted to by 
Jesus Christ and he* Apn*th», Thither Judas proceeded, accompanied 
by a iiumln r of officers, to betray hiru ; ami here the Saviour endured 
his ** agony anti bloody sweat." ( Luke, xvii. Htt— L*. Matt. xxvi. . 

Mark, xi %. — y'u John. tvm. I — 1*J.) This garden in surrounded 

bv a roar*e b»u nail, of a b n feet in height, and about the thin! part of 
an acre in v\U nt. When Mr. Cathcrwoml na* here tit lH’W, talking the 
(Iran mg* for h»« Iw autiful pamuama of Jerusalem, it was planted with 
nil v r, almond, ami tig tree*. Light of the olive t nm are m> large, that 
they an* said to have Imm u in existence ever since the time of Jesus 
Christ. Although we are informed by Josephus that I *tn* eut down ait 
the tree* within oil*' liutidro) furlong* of th*' city ; yet it is mil impro- 
liable that these tree* (which an' unquestionably of very remote anti- 
quity) fiiav have arisen Irom tl**' roots of the antieiit In***, Ixem*** the 
olive in very long-lived, and possesses the peculiar property of shooting 
up again, however frequently it may I** eut down. I he tree*. now 
•landing in the Garden of (icthscmaiic, are of the apccica known to 
ImUnUt* a* the (Hen Kurojxra : they are wild olive*, ami appear 
pollarded from extreme age, and their stem* are very rough ami knurled i 
they art* highly venerated by th** members of the Homan communion 
here, who consider any attempt to cut or injure them aa an act of 
profanation. Should any one of them, indeetb I** known to pluck any 
of the leave*, he would incur a sentence of excommunication. Of the 
•tones of the olive*, beads an* made, which the monks of the Latin 
convent regard as one of the most sacred objects that can be presented 
to a Christian traveller. 

At the upper end of the garden is a naked ledge of rock, where I eter*

met to converse about the thing* pertaining to hi* kingdom, and to 
receive instruction in the mysterious plan of redemption which wa* then 
opening #o gloriously upon a ruined world* 

The pru*|iert from the Garden of GethM'tnanc i* one of the most 
pleasing it* the vicinity of Jerusalem. TW wall* of the city an* very 
distinctly evil from hence, at the extreme edge of a precipitous bank. 
Through the Ins'*, the bridge «»%cr the Red run i* clearly perrcptiblr ; aiul 
the Turkish burial-ground i* a marked |«unt* fr«»m the tomb* king mostly 
white, with turbans on the top, to indicate the Moslem faith of the 
individual* whose remain* are there interred.

The l* aU? of Saint Stephen derives iu name from the protomitjf? 
Stephen, who is Mid to have been dragged through it to the spot where 
he wad stoned to death. (Arte, fit 57— Bth) Through thin gtte the 
host of Christian brsiegrr* entered Jerusalem with loud acclamations, 
under the brave end pious Godfrey of Bouillon. 

Near this gate is the pool, which, conformably to Att anti cut but 
not well authcnticat**! tradition, is railed the Pool or HttilAiOA * 
but by the MobammiHlati* is termed Henket el Ska a it., or the Pool of 
the Palace : it is memorable in the Gospel history a* the scene of the 
miraculous healing of the paralytic, related in John, v, V — fj. In the 
time of Jesus Christ, it was situated in the vieinity of the sheep-gate or 
sheep-market, not far from the Temple. It had fire porticoes, for the 
reception of the sick ; ami it was most prolsddy called B mi ran a, or the 
llot si or Memo, from the miraculous cures there mercifully vouchsafed 
by the Almighty to persons labouring under the most desperate diseases. 
It is a deep and dry area, the sides and bottom of which are overgrown 
with gross. Viscount Chateaubriand states it to lie one hundred and 
fifty feet in length, by forty in breadth ; and adds, that the excavation of 
this reservoir is supported by walls of the following construction ; — a 
bed of large stones, joined together by cramp-irons ; over these b laid A 
mixed kind of masonry, upon which t» a layer of Uinta, and upon these 
is laid a coating of plaster. These four strata an? perpendicular to the 
soil. A few pomegranate and wild tamarind trees grow here; and the 
western angle is filled with nopals, or prickly pears. 

The wall on the left side of cmr view t* of very antfcnt masonry, and 
forms part of the exterior of the inckwure of the Mosque of Omar* The 
arches, which are seen nearly in the centre of the engraving, area series 
of vaults, two or three stages one above another ; they also belong to

Birwrrs Jerusalem ami the Mount of Olive* lira tin* Vau,*y or Till 
Brook Kedrov, over whirh ,lrv«» ** went forth with hi# diaciplc* “ to 
the Garden of Geth#euutite. (John anti. 1.) Thi# brook wind# between 
ruggtd ami desolate hill# through the wilderne*# of St. Saint into the 
Diail Sea. Generally, it ha# hut little water, ami in the summer, ita 
channel in frequently dry ; hut, after #t<»rtu# or heavy rains, it liccoroe* a 
torrent, ami run# with much impetuosity. 

T<» tin* right of the present view appear* fwtrt of Mount Mori ah, or 
th«* Mount of Vision, by which appellation the whole mountain (on the 
several hollow# ami eminence* of wlueli Jeru#Mictit »too<l ) wa# antienlly 
called ; beciu*e it wa* high land ami eouhl !»• seen afar oil* especially 
from the ami tli. (lien. wu. - V. ) Afterwards, however, the name wat 
appropriated t#» the most elevate*) part, on whieh the temple wa# erected, 
(*J Chron. iii. 1. ) Tha mountain »# a rocky hme#tone lull, nteep of ascent 
on every side except the north ; umi on the other aide it i# surrounded l*y 
a group of hill*, in the form of an amphitheatre ( l’*alm rxxv. ‘J t j, which 
initiation rendered it secure from the earthquake*, that apjteardo have 
been frequent in the Holy Land. ( JValiu xbi. 'J, I. ) 

In the centre, between Jeru*aiem ami tiie Valley of the Kcdron, lira 
the com fo rile** Vu r . Aor or Sii.ua w : it consist* of *mall hut#, partly 
built ami |>artly ting in the rm-k. It* jmpul&tion in said not to exceed 
two hundred person*. To the lot of thi* village, on tin* opjKwuUt vidn 
of the valley, i# tlie Fountain of Siloa, or Siloarn, no celebrated in this 
history of our Saviour# wirarb-s : it flow# into two artificial jkkjU, sunk 
in the rock on opposite aides of Mount A era* They are sttuatid at Um 
heads of ravine#, which *eq*amte that mountain from Mount Zion on tho 
west and from Mount Moriah on the north. The pool adjoining Mount 
Zion was formerly rased with masonry and decorated with column#, vea- 
tige# of which still remain. The other pool i# simply an excavation in the 
rock, about ten feet below the surface, and it has a flight of steps leading

to the bottom of it. fMvoii the*e two pool* it a subterranean tunnel of 
communication, about four humind yard# in length ; it it rut entirely 
through thr Work of Acta. Th«* water, which it oMmuolv char ami 
cool, abound* with leer he*, ami appear* to W subjected. at times to an 
rbb ami flow. Si loam war the teem* of the memorable miniclc by which 
Jmo* Christ gave tight to a man who hml l***ci» hlimi from hi* birth. 
(John U, 1—7.) It* water i* still uwd by devout pilgrim* at a rrm«dy 
for disease* of the eye. 

The edifice railed “the Town or Aiuaiom" form* another pro- 
minent object in the view under consideration. Of this singular relic of 
antiquity tl»c lower jiortioii it f|uadrnngitlar, standing entirely detached 
from thr rock, whence it was hewn. I’pon the four fa^adiw are Ionic 
column* and pilasters above which i# a fricae with Done metope* ami 
triglyph*. The cornice it a Wild ravetto and astragal. evidently of 
Kgrptian origin. Above the entahlatun' it an attic ol tohd masonry, 
surmounted by a cone, which runt to a considerable height, and ter- 
minate* in foliage. Immediately behind thin tomb, »u the scarped face 
of the rock, it the architrave of an nitnuicr into a sepulchral chandler, 
now completely bloekt*! up with atone*. A* Absalom was not interred 
in this valley, it has lieen conjectured, that this monument may occupy 
the aitr of that which the **cnd historian relate* a* having lu^cn set up 
by thr rebel prince who**’ namr it Wars. “ Now Absalom, in his life- 
time* had crawl up a cii i ak, which is in thr King » Dale : for he said, 

* 1 have no win to kis'p up my name in remembrance. And he railed 
thr pillar after hi* ow n name ; and it i* called unto this day * Ahaalom * 
Place.* ** («J Sam. aviii. IS. ) Surh is the antipathy of the Jew# to this 
monument, that it is their practice, when (vaMing it, to throw stone** 
against it, a* a mark of their reprobation of Absalom's unnatural rebellion 
again*! hi* father.

Tm* Ba^-kl-Da AlUit, of (ku.dk* Gat*, on the cutrni side of 
Jerusalem, in mppiwM) to havr drriv«l iu name from the splendour of its 
gilding, which distinguished it fft»m al) the other gate* of that city. It has 
long been wailed up by the Turk*, who have a traditional pmlirtion, that 
the Christian* will one day enter through thi* gate, and capture Jerusalem* 
An antieut tradition Mate*, that Jr#u» Christ made hi* triumphal entry 
into the city through thi* gate, five day* l**fore the pawwiver ; when 
u ttiueh people ...... tiwik branches of p*lm tree*, and went forth to 

meet him, and ertrd, * Hosannah! Hiewd is the King of Israel, that 
cometh in the name of the Lotd/** (John, xix. IV, 11) 

Our view represent* the interior of thi* gateway : it |« entered from the 
incltMiire of the Mo«que of Omar, and exhibit* remain* of building* far 
more antient than that mowjuc, ahich I* in the Saracenic style of 
architecture, while the capital* of the column* are evidently of a debased 
composite order. There i*. indeed, very great probability for concluding 
that the (iolden Gateway i» a construction of King Herod on hi* 
rebuilding the second temple at Jcnt*alem ; the whole of which may hate 
l»een erected in the name depraved »tyle of Homan architecture. 
Although the ta#tr displayed in this gateway i* bad, yet it* general 
proportion* are good; ami it* solidity (the wall* being ten feet thick) 
ha* preserved it from destruction. Each column i* composed of a single 
block of marble, of a kind which i* not now found in the vicinity of 
Jerusalem. They may, perhaps, have formed part of the second tempi# 
as restored by Herod ; unless, indeed, they were erected by the emperor 
Hadrian, to adorn the city Mli* Capitolina, which fit is known) be built 
on the site of the ruins of Jerusalem* 

There is another gateway under the mosque El Aksa of the same 
period, and of equally solid construction : this latter gateway Is also

This Chi uni or rrtr. Hour Sm tel*** derives iu turn* from the eircum- 
tUmr of it* Wing rrvetrd over tW M *r|wlcKrr w in the gtfd^R of 
Xteodvttm*, in which the body of Jc*u* wm bud, after it had been taken down 
from the rnw. <J*4»n nil. tL Vi.) It t* built partly ott low ground and partty 
on an ascvttt. It i« not rnteml from the Via Dolorosa, The traveller ha* to 
anortid the neit street, ami then, turning to the left, he prtKVttl* along a winding 
dewcrttl until he irmo at the largr* open court in front of the church, which hi 
•era in our engnmng. In tbi« court a comhlerable truffle i* curried on in 
crurth tea, rwrvrd shell*. ImmuU and bracelet*, wont* and nheriiet, all of which 
are npmil to *ah\ ami the triwlm are meat commonly sitting ott the ground 
beside their ware*. 'Hie court i* bounded by the wing* of the convent, and 
other rrpotrd sacm! plare*. Tlw» d«w»r of the church face* the court i it i* on 
the side of th«' building, ami »* mwm only on certain day» in the week, and ot» 
certain hour* in the day. In tinier to obtain admittance at any other time it ia 
mi'<i*arx to hate an order from the Latin and (irreh convent*, with the sanction 
of the K‘*' f nior «’f the city. When oj>eti, the door i* alway* guarded by Turk#, 
who nact a tribute from all who enter. The visitor*. however, when mien 
admitted, may remain all night if they ph ase. The crowd of pilgrim* who 
j»rt*w fur entrance on certain day* ( not m the moat orderly manner ), is omnen*c j 
and the Turk* who keep the ib*>r trrat them iu the roughest manner, rmt with- 
stand mg they pay for adim«*ion, *<jiirr<mg and heating them about like *o 
many cattle. Although th»» church dor* m»t rarred one hundred pace* in 
length, by *uty in breadth, yet it U *o contrived, that it i* supposed to contain 
under it* roof twelve or thirteen wuictuune*, or place* cmtaeeraled to a mom 
than ordinary veneration, by luring reputed to ha%e Mime jwrticular actiona 
performed in them. relating to the death and resurrection of Christ. AU thrwe 
place* are distinguished and adormd by *o many «everal altar*. In th«t 
galleries rouml aixmt the church, ami al*o in building* antieand to it on the out- 
side, an* a(jartment» appropriated to the reception of friar* ami pilgrim*. But 
the chief object of attention ( which i* the great prijuj controlled for, e*peeially 
by the Greek* and I*aiin« ) »* the command am) poa arw uiott of the Holy Sepulchre 
ttaclf. Previously to the year IbHA, the Latin* wen? in undisturbed posacasiun 
of thi* church, and enjoyed the exclusive right of performing every act of 
devotion within it* hallowed wall*. Their title having been questioned by the 
Greeks, the most disgraceful •erne* of disorder ensued, and acta of personal 
violence were indicted on the Latin*. In consequence of them nrooeadings 
the French government intrrpcwed, and made a remonstrance to the Ottoman 
Porte, soliciting it* protection in behalf of the Latina, who thereupon wore 
allowed to remain unmolested in pumeasion of the church. Tbb, however, was 
only a breathing space, after which a renewed invasion of their privileges was 
made by the Greeks, with increased violence, which has continued to the 
present time. 

The father* of the Latin convent, on the night of Good Friday, annually 
perform the ceremony of the cnietftiion in the Church of the Holy Sepulchre. 
A statue, intended to represent the Hrdermer, is ft rat nailed to a cross $ and 
the pilgrims arc catted in succession to kiss it. The cruse b then erected ; and

Holy or Grecian I ; irr i« enacted in the part of tk church appropriated to the 
ttar of tk Greek*. Tin* tire, it i» pretended, bur*t* forth from the Hob 
Sepulchre in a auprrnafural manner, on the ajumrraary of thi* day : and all 
tk pilgrim* of tk Greek communion light their Umj»* ami tor rhea at it, 
kUcving that iky havethu* nwml tiro ftoin k a\cn. ** Before the remtnmy 
rt»mwrfiwl, M **>« Dr. Il ichardaoo, “the high* r ccelraiaatir* entered the 
arptileltre ; and in a little turn- light p ro i\rd at a •mall window in it* aide, 
T wither all Ik peoph crowded in arid disorder, ami lighted their torch** »t 
tk dome, whirl* wo distinctly *e*rn to i»*u» from a burning kwh placed on 
tk lower jiart of the window within the tomb, and wlueb. when Mime of tin* 
wiek* wer»* of difficult aeeetenoti, «<u taewd up and pti*kd nearer. At other 
time* tk dame wn lower down, ami nut of night : when again ranwd up, it 
bunit with greater brdbaue* , and on k*t*oining fainter « a** lowered down a* 
kfuti*. 11m* they eouttiiurd, raining the light when strong, and lowering il 
when it keame faint, till all the torebe* were lighted. A* soon a* thi* 
iUttitiittation was arconipbakd, the hi«k>p« and priewta Mil bed forth fnmi the 
tomb, and, joined by the other erelraiaaticm who were watting without in tin ir 
canomewlm and with torch** in their hand* all arranged tkinweUe* according 
to the precedency of their church#**, — Greek* Armenian*. ( opt,*, Hymn*. A r., 
and marched tk*e time* round the ehurrh, l waring the Homing torehe* high 
akivc their head*. The prormaioii k‘ing terminated. the pncwt* laid mode 
their rok# and torchc#, and the multitude dtaptrwrd, mote coimitrcd of any 
thing, if they reaaonrd at all. than of the nktial origin of the tin* by which 
tkir torehe* liad k*et> lighted up.”

Ti»r»i were srv rrwl cities in the east which bore the n«mt* of Ant toe h ; 
hut only t«o arc mentioned in Scripture, vii. Antioch in Ptsidia; and 
Antioch in Syria — once the capital of the Syro* Macedonian empire, t»f 
which a view is gorrn in our engrafting. 

f ormerly , this ** Queen of the last *' wan called Kibhith, but it was not 
known under the name of Antioch until the reign of Srlrucua Niranur, 
who built it. ami railed it Antioch from respect to bln* father Antiorhun, 
B,C. *Wl | . l or several hundred yearn it was the residence of the Mara* 
donian kings of Syria, ami afterwards of the Homan governor# of that 
pros nice. This city i« freipo ntly mint to nee) in the Aria of t Apostles; 
and h< rr ** the disciple*" of Christ # * wire" by divine ap|Hitiitinctil ** first 
called ( hnstiati*. ' ( Acta, xi. 'Jth . ) 

This city, which was antiriitly so beautiful, so flourishing and illuatrioua 
i* at present scarcely any thing but a heap of ruins, by the Arab* called 
Ahtakia. 1 he walls are *t»ll standing . but within the rity, which i» ap* 
ptuaebed by an old bridge over th* rior Omit tea. there is nothing to be 
seen but ruins, garden*, the minarets of the mo*«|UC*, and some wretched 
house*. The bishop id* Antioeh has the title of patriarch, and has con* 
slant !v had a great share in the affair* of the eastern ehurrii, 

Antioch was almost square, having many gates . and much of it on the 
north aide stood on a high mountain. It was ad or him I with goilern** and 
fine fountains. Vesjauoan, Titus, and other emjwTora, granted very great 
privilege* to this city ; but it lias likewise beet* exposed to great vicissi- 
tude*. It was almost d/mohslod by rartbijuake*, A.D. 310, 3?H, 390, 

♦ >, 5^6, ami ;V/H. The rwpmr Justinian repaired it, A.D. 521 # : in 
ht« time it was railed Thropoba, or the City of (iod, on account (it ia 
said ) of its inhabitants bring mostly Christians. A.D. 548 it was taken 
by C hosfex**, kiug of Persia, who massacred the inhabitant* and reduced 
it to aabr*. Tour year* afterwards it was rr built by Justinian: and ttt 
the year .771 Cbo*r<**i took it a second time, and deatroyed it* walla. 
A.D. 588 it suffered a dreadful rartlojuake, by which upward* of sixty 
thousand persons |ieri*hcd. It was again rebuilt, and again was exposed 
to new calamities.

Tmyati*a wi» a city of Lydia, on the bonlm of Mysiti: it is said to 
bate been a Macedonian eobmy. During the wat* of tin* Greek king* 
of Stria it underwent various change*. ami finally surrendered to the 
Homan* under Scipto, St Luke informs us that Lydia was ** a seller of 
purple, of tbr city of Tbyatim" (Acts ***» IL); amt the discovery of 
an inscription bm> (among the tery few remain* which bate survived 
the destroying hand of time), which maktw mention of " the dyers’* 
baa been considered mq*>rum in emmet ion with this jtaasage. At the 
present time, this place is celebrated for dyeing ; and the cloths which 
arc here dyes! scarlet, are declin'd stq*crwr to any other* furnished by 
Asia Minor* considerable quantities Udng sent every week to Smyrna 
for the purpose* of commerce. Thyatira is interesting to the Christian 
antiquarian as tieing erne of the seven churches of the apoealy p*e : the 
ditim* message which the ajiostle John was rniiintisstotiod to deliver to 
the angel of this church i* recorded in Rn. it. In *«•*). 

Modem Thyatira, by the Turk* called Akdn**ar or the White ('astir* 
i* a large town, situated on a plain, aUmt twenty* seven miles from 
Sardt*. •• Tl.. apfxamocf of Thyatira, as we approached it*” says the 
lies. L V. J. ArumhU/* »a* that of a ti n long line of cypresses |Hijd*r», 
and oth« r tribes amidst which apfteand the minarets of several mosques/*

the town*” Near it we still find a tery beautiful vegetation; the neigh* 

I tout hood has a fertile apjn arance ; the white rose is cUrctuely abundant* 
and scents the air with a most delightful odour. 

The general appearance of this town is mean i it abounds, however, 
with shojt* of every description. The jwipulation is estimated at three 
hundred Greek houses, thirty Armenian, and about otto thousand art' 
Turkish* There arc nine mosques and two churches ; otic for the 
Armenians, and a wretchedly poor one for the Greek*. A considerable 
trade is carried on with Smyrna in cotton wool.

Co m* tii, originally railed Kphyra. wm ow* of the most important fitin 
of aotient (iiwv; oho the Corinth us vm« from whom I hr city is stated 
to h tvf derived it# name, i* matfrr of uncertainty and fable, It is 
situated on an isthmus between the . Kgcatt and Ionian Sea#, now called 
the bay# of {.epantn amt .ilgina. From the convenience of it# situation 
for commerce, it abounded iu riche*, ami »m furnished with all the 
nromimMliUitiH* rli^finrir*, whI #aprrHuiti«i of life. By iu port of 
Ck sniat r, on thr cast, it received thr merchandise of Asia* ami by 
that of l,ecbsi»utit, on thr «nt, it maintained intrmmrw with Italy and 
Sicily, Thr Isthmian Game*, which were celebrated in it* vicinity, liy 
thr gnat roarmim of people which they attracted, rontributrtl not a 
little to it* immense opulence ; amt the prodigality of thr merchant* 
rendered thr place m njrouo* that it lieeame a proverb, — ** That not 
every man could go to Corinth/' Iti the Achiran war, this city wa* 
destroyed by the Homin*, umlrr the consul Mu mini u», about one hundred 
ami forty-six year# before tlic Christian irra ; but it wa* rebuilt about a 
reiitury after by Julius tV*ar, who pUnir«t a Homan colony here, which 
took the name of ( '<4on ui Imm* JuJm ( V#ri«Mwj, It thru Iwramr thr 
rniilrurv of thr Homan prorousul of Arham. Favoured by it# situation, 
New Corinth *<*m regained it* antiriit splendour, ami became eminent for 
the commerce, riche*, ami voluptunustie** of it# inhabitant*. Numerous 
school* were also iwtablUhe^l here, in which philosophy and rhetoric 
were taught by able masters, ami strangers nsortrd hither to be in* 
structrd in the science*. Thr number of *ophi*u, in |*artieular, waa 
very great. To all these circumstance* Haint Paul ha* many allusion* 
in hi* two epistle* addmwed to the C hristian* at Corinth, where ha 
“ continue! a year and si* month*, tracing the wont of God among 
them." ( Act* a* tit. II.) 

The Homan colony wa* reserved to suffer the same calamity a* tint 
Greek city, and from a conductor more terrible than Mummiu*-— Alarm 
thr Goth, thr savage destroyer of Athens and universal Greece, la 
1459 it wa* besieged and taken by Mohammed 11. j after which event 
the country became subject to the Turk*, except such maritime placet a* 
were in the pos s e ssio n of the Venetian*. At the eonciuriou of the w nr 
between the Turk* and Venetian*, in 1G9K, Corinth with the Moran waa 
ceded to the republic of Venice, by which it wa* again yielded to the 
Ttrb in 1715. Various proposal* were antiently m ad e for cutting 
through the isthmus ; and the Venetians, while they held the so verei g nty , 
Pt ia

Mlodf began to carry this project iota execat km. TWr works art 
•Hit to be traced % bat they were suspended in consequence of the re* 
presentation* of oar of their generals, wko declared that tkr compktkw 
of tkrm would exhaust tkr whole wcakk of tkr republic. To a itodtrti 
engineer tkr task would probably appear mock less formidable. 

Modem Corilitk. though thinly profiled, is of eery considerable extent, 
•ad t* governed by a bry whose command extends over oor hundred and 
dftjrdluw villages, The bouses are planed wide apart, and much space 
Is occupied by gardens ; the chief produce of the surrounding territory 
Is com, cotton, tobacco, oil, and wine of superior quality to that of 
Athena Corinth is the first bishopric of the Mona : it* climate is so lad 
that the inhabitants abandon the fdaec during the summer and autumn. 
According to Dr. Clarke, no inscriptions are now to lie seen here, nor is 
there a single fragment of antient sculpture remaining. Such is the 
actual condition of this cclrliratrd seat of antient art, — this renowned 
city, once so rain of it* high reputation and of the rank which it held 
among the states of tireece. 

The Acfocoriiitho* or Acropolis of Corinth, which is seen in our en* 
graving. Is one of the finest obj«*ct* in Greece; and, if properly garrisoned, 
it would be a place of great strength and importance. h abound* with 
excellent water, is in most j*rt* precipitous, ami there is only one spot 
from which it can be annoyed bv artillery: this i* a pointed rock situated 
a few hundred yards to the south-west of it, whence it was battered by 
Mohammed II. Before the introduction of artillery, it was deemed 
almost impregnable, anti it bad never lieen taken excejn by treachery or 
surprise. 

Cannies*, flic eastern port of Corinth, is eight mile* and three 
quarters distant: it is resorted to by Greek vessels; ami, as the reader 
may judge frtim our cngraiing. exhibits a busy scene. There was a 
Christian church hem the deaconess of which is mentioned in Rom. 
xvh I. This (dace thrives its name from (Vnchrias, a reputed son of 
Neptune, and it still retains it* antient apjiellation, with the loss only of 
the letter y, K*x**«A (KckhritSs). The remains, still to be found here, 
faithfully rormqxmd with the description given of the place by the 
Greek geographer Ihuisania*. At the distance of one mile to the 
south want of the port of Kekbri** is the Bath of Helen: it is 
formed by a spring* which here bods up with force enough to turn a 
mill dose to the sea. The water is beautifully clear, rather saline, and 
in a small degree tepid.

alrtl between Smyrna ami MiMo*, on the *idn ami at tW f*ml of a range of 
mountain* which overlmikwl a hue plain watered ami fettiliwnl by tbr river 
Cayalrr. Among other splendid edifice* which adorned Una metropolis 
of Ionia rw tin* magnifier nt troiplr of Diana, which wa* two hundred 
ami twenty year* in building ; ami wa* reckoned one of the «eveti won* 
<lem of the world. Thi* edifice having twrtt burnt by the incendiary 
lleroatratu*, B* l^i, in the hope of immortalnung hi* name, 

it «o after*’ amU rebuilt with increased *pl« ndmir at the common expenar 
of the (f rectatt *ut«» «>f A«t* Minor. Thr remain* of antimt Ephr#u* 
have been discovered l»> learned modern traveller* at the Turkish 
village of Avawduk. ’Hu* rum* delineated in our engraving com* 
pri*r all that i* *upp«**cd now to rvi*t of tin* farTamcd »tn»rttirr, which 
in the time of St. Paul had io*t nothing of it* magndirrucr. Here waa 
preserved a w«»odeu *tatnr of Diana, winch the rrnliihmi Kphrdan* 
were taught to believe had fallen from heaven ( Acta \t%. and of 

thi* temple vrnall silver model* were made, ami *ohl to devotee*. (Art* 
*t\. 21. } Nero i* wild to have plundered tin* temple of many votive 
image* and great mini* of gold ami *iher. Thi* idiflrr nfijmni to have 
remained entire in the second century : though the worship of Diana 
diminished ami sunk into iiniguiUraurr, in proportion to the ratenaion 
of Christianity. At a later p riwl the temple of the great goddess 
Diana, whom Asia ami all the world** worthipped (Act* wa. 27.)# was 
again destroyed by the Hoth* and other barbarian* ; ami time ha* *o 
completed the havoc made by the hand of man, that thi* mighty fabric 
ha* almost entirely di*appeartd. 

During three year*' rmidmee in thi* city (Act* xx, 31.), the great 
apost k of the UcxitiW wi» enabled, with divine assistance, to e»tablish 
the (kith of Christ, am) to found a flourishing Christian church. 
Of hi* great rare of the Ephesian community strong proof i* extant 
in the affecting charge which he gave to the elder*, whom he had 
emvttcd at Milrtu* on hi* return from Macedonia ( Acta, xx, * 

and atii! more in tbr epistle which he addressed to them from Rome.

Ltisot, bow known lit the (uuw of .¥*#&*, b a large Maud in the 
.fvgcaii 9m (or Archipelago), opposite to the coast of Asia Minor. 
According to classical tradition, l*r*boft, Us w son of I.apHba* and 
ffnuMiwm of Audus, by the advice of au oracle, conducted a colony 
thither; and, aArr ewgwntfting Methymna, daughter of Maramns bo 
received with her the dominion of half the island, to tin? entire sovereignty 
of wbieb he succeeded on the death of hi* father- in-law, and gave it hi* 
own name* 

Antiently, Le*bo* abounded with forests of l>ecch, cypres*, and Hr- 
tree* ; marble, of an ordinary quality, was also found here, and the plain* 
yielded abundance of grain ; and it* happy temperature conspired with 
the rich tie** of the soil to produce tluwe delicious fruit* and those 
ctqubtie wine*, which arc *o highly cat oiled by antient writer*. The 
modem *tate of it* agriculture, however, doc* not entitle it* product* to 
the high encomium once bestowed upon them. The mountainous part* 
of the island, indeed, are *till well wtwidod ; but the wine is of inferior 
quality and small in quantity, the 'greater part of the grapes lieing con- 
verted by the Turk* into a confection, and the Greek* making the 
remainder into brandy. The oil of I-esbo* do*** not «u*taivi it* former 
character, but it* tig* are accounted the b«*t in alt the Archipelago. Thi* 
island is exposed to sudden and seven* gusts of north anti north-easterly 
wind*. Hail rarely fall* ; but in summer the heat is oppressive on the 
southern coast, the climate of which b generally less healthy than oti other 
part* of the bland. There are no river* except mountain torrents, but 
abundance of springs of w hob-some water. 

Lesbos was celebrated for it* schools of poetry ami music, and gave 
birth to several distinguished persons, among whom we may enumerate 
A Umm and Happbo, lyric poets, Theophrastus, the disciple of Plato 
mad Aristotle, and Flttacus, whom the Greeks reckoned among their 
•even moat illustrious wise men. It contained nine towns of some note, 
of which Mitylene was the chief; it claims to be* noticed in thb work, a* 
having been visited by the apostle Paul, on bb way from Ephesus to 
Pt.

Militl* wi» ft celebrated city of Cftrift in A*ia Miuor; but from the in- 
ttmate cotmrction of iu inhabitant* with tbo confederated ritie* of bmK 
it it usually clamed by geographen among the Ionian eitim. It was 
founded hy ft cvduuy of Cretan* under the command of Sarpedoo, the 
brother of Mine**, whom the ( arum* permitted to creel a city, and ru 
called Miletus, either from a Cretan loan, ur from an individual of that 
name. When the Ionian* tub»e*|ucnlU arrived there ttmlcr the conduct 
of Nehru*, they put to death or expelled the Conan inhabitants, and 
occupied the city. 

The admirable situation of Miletus, ami the convenience of having 
four harbour*, one of which wa» capable of containing a large ttrrt, at an 
early period gave it a gnat preponderance in maritime affair*. Iu na- 
vigator* extended iu commcrre to remule region*. The whole Kuxitte 
Sea, the IVopontis Egypt, ami other countries, were fnw|ucnted by ita 
•hip*, and Milled In lU color or*, the nuwl>er of which probably exceeded 
tltal of any other city of aMujuitv. Several of tin* king# of I.ydia inef. 
factually attempted to po*M»* thrmsclve* of m considerable a city ; but 
finally the Milesian# made a treaty with Cnrtu*, whom they probably 
acknowledged to lie their liege lord, and eoriarnted to jwy him tribute. 
Subsequently the Milesians withstood Darius ami refuaed to admit 
Alexander, who at length tiwk their city by assault, but pardoned the 
•tinrirtog inhabitant*, to whom he give their liberty. The Milesian* 
afterward* aided with the Humana during their war* with Antiochn*. 

Saint Paul *ojou rned hen* for a *b»rt time on hi» rtium from Mace* 
donia and Troo* { Act* xx. 15, ) ; ami summoned thither the rider* of the 
Ephesian church, to whom be delircnd the affecting charge related in 
Act* u. 17—55. The Milesian church wa* aAerward* under the di- 
rection of bishop*, who aat in several council*, and ranked a* metro- 
politan* of Carta- Thi* continued a* late a* the decline of the Byzantine 
empire, subsequently to which the history of Milcta* k very Imperfect 
The whole region experienced repented ravage* from the Turk*, while 
they were pooMnwd of the interior country, and bent on extending their 
c on que o ta westward to the shore.

Rhode*, rii island in the Gwitn Archipelago, wa* visited by Saint 
Paul on hi# way to Jerusalem ( Acte, xxu 1. j : it lie* about ten mile* from 
the roast of Asia Minor, and is about forty mile* long, ami fourteen or 
fifteen mite* in breadth. In antient time* it wa* sacred to the sun, amt 
was (as it still is) justly celebrated for iu serene shy, the softness of its 
climate, the fertility of its soil, ami abundant product*; but so small a 
portion of the soil is cultivated, that it scarcely raises com sufficient for 
its support. The principal exjmrt* are honey and way; ami in 1H85 
then* was a considerable trade in orange*,** the crop* in other jmrt* had 
faile<l. The modern population of the entire island <b»es not exceed 
50,000, two thirds of whom are l urks. Few disease*, however, are 
known, and the heat of the weather i« seldom oppressive, Iwing cooled 
bv the westerly winds which blow during the greater jmrt of the year, 
'l*his islaml is very fertile, and much of the scenery in it* interior is of 
the most romantic kind. Wild and lonely valleys, where the rose ami 
myrtle spring in profusion, open into the sea, and are iuclo*ed on every 
side by steep mountain*, rlulhnl with valuable forest* of pine, whicii 
supplied the navies of the antn nt Rhodium*. The wild r<*#**, which 
grow in Mich profusion, are supposed to have given its name to the 
island, from the Greek w ord ), a rtMw. The garden# are 

filled with delicious fruits; every gale t» scented with the most powerful 
fragrance, which i* wafted from grove* of orange and citron trees. 

The antient republic of Rhode* a a* an iiii|H»rtuot naval jM»wer: not 
only did the Rhodian* undertake distant voyages for eommercutl pur* 
j*o*es, but they founded eolotiie* in Sicily, Italy, ard Spain. Their 
commercial law* were adopted it* the ha*i* of maritime law on all the 
roast* of the Mediterran* an ; and some fragment* of them still retain 
their authority. This rich and powerful republic took an imjmrtant 
|NUt it) several of the Roman war*, and enjoyed various privileges from 
the Romans; but in the reign of the emperor VVwjaismn it was reduced 
to a Roman province. 

This island wa* the last luirrier ititrrpowed by Christian chivalry to 
the overwhelming force of the Ottoman jtower. In 1‘MVJ the knights 
hospi taller* of St- John of .Jerusalem t*«>k this island from the Greeks 
and held it in full sovereignty for rather more than two centime*, w hence 
they wert* called the 4 * Knight* of Rhode*. * In f fHO they rejadlrd ait 
attack of the Turks; but in 1.9SX after a long and sanguinary siege of 
the capital, which they bravely defended for *i\ mouths, tliey were 
compelled to surrender the idand to Soly man II. 

Rhodes, the capital of the island, i* situated at the moot northern 
extremity: in antient time* it was di*ttugtu*hod for the beauty and 
magnificence of its ports, stm ts, walls, public edifice*, and work* of art 
both »« painting ami sculpture. The mo#t extraordinary work wa* the 
celebratixi (‘oloivsus of the Sun, cast by t’haro* of Linda*, a pupil of 
Lyatppa*. It was seventy cubits, or one hundred ami five fee t in height,

wan further emlx llidnd by works nf the most eyfpitmte taste nml jut. 
feetion in architecture, sculpture. ami painting, while commerce and 
extent of territory diffus'd such wealth aiming it* ritiien* an rendered 
their alHui tur proverbial. Alter u long jteriod of prosperity and glory, 
ami after a struggle almost unexampled in the auual* of history, Syra- 
cuse was tinaih reduced ( n. < . *J1‘J. ) by the Homan arum under the 
command of the consul Mareellu* , w ho, on entering the eit\, and 
n*H«rti»g ujMiti iU pant magnificence and fallen stale, 1 * said to have burst 
into tears. “ landing at Syracuse," on ho* first voyage to Koine, Saint 
Haul ** tarri*Hl thi rv time days. t Act* vavin. I». ) 

On approaching tin* walK of Syracuse, the traveller, who calls to mind 
the rank which this once splendid city occupied in the jw»ge of history, 
and who how raised hi* exjieetaUnn* with the prospect of surveying the 
remain* of those structures *0 warmly depict**! by varum* c)a**ic author*, 
may — like Mareellu* — *hcd a tear of di*ap)>oiritfiirnt over it* fallen 
stab . Although thrwr antujuiUc* are few in number, they aw* scattered 
over so great an eatent of ground, a* to require at hast three day* in 
visiting them. 

Syracuse stand* on the antient island of Ortygia. The following are 
a few of the remain* of art, which are still pointed out to traveller* : — 

1 . A temple originally consecrated to Minerva: it «taml* in the 
modem city, and was transformed into a Christian church in the seventh 
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century, when It mtiUM considerable injury. In the twrlflh century 
it received tftill further damage (rum an wtiwjumiir, which shook down 
itn roof. This rdiflw U now (k cathedral church of Syracuse; end it 
form* a prominent figure in the hnrk.gmnnd of our «n graving. 

% Kmr the grnu f*»rt, end separated from the »itm of the are hr a 
thick well, U tk reWirated fountain of Arethusa, the stream of which 
b «till copious: but the nymphs of tb«* ftpring, which the antient poets 
end m ethologist* imagined to exist, ere metamorphosed into washer- 
women. 

5. The theatre, excavated in the solid rock on the declivity of e hill ; 
the ftolid structure of this edifice ha* saved it from ruin. Not far distant 
from it i*, 

4. An amphitheatre, of small dimensions, hut well built with blocks of 
massive atone : many of the *tej*# yet remain. 

5. Between the theatre and amphitheatre arr the extensive Istomin*, 
or ijuemeft, in one of which ** the well known cavity , termed the Ear of 
Dionysius : it i* excavated in the shape of the letter S, and rise* to a 
considerable height, which naturally account* for the strength of the echo 
which It produce*. 

b. Ilie catacombs art- not far from the amphitheatre : they arc now 
railed the Grottr di San Giovanni. Near the entrance is an old Christian 
church, which i» said to have been » recit'd m the <arlu*t ages of Chris- 
tianity, and to contain the asluw of Saint Marrian. It* form *bow* it to 
!»r of great antitjuify ; ami it contains several fragments of old columns, 
one of which is reputed tc* have Iwen the s]«U where the martyr was put 
to death. These catacomlw owe their preservation to their subterramou* 
situation: in regularity, form, extent, and plan. Sir Jtichard Colt Hoar* 
considers them as (hr exceeding th<**e of Naples and of Home. 

Various other splendid remains attest the antient magnificence of 
Syracuse, among which the walls arr particularly worthy of notice. The 
exterior part was perpendicular, and the interior shaped into stcfis. 

Modem Syracuse is computed to be alxwt two mile* in circumference : 
it exhibits narrow streets, and a dejected, sickly population, which is 
estimated at 15,000. The climate is said to be rendered scry un whole- 
some by the extreme heat of the sun, and by the malaria of the con- 
tiguous marshes.

Hence amitc* »**rr fdnpjwd tor Spam : ami the ctttba«*\ from Cartilage, 
which wa* *ent to Mie for jwaoe at the rlo*e of the *cco!id Punic war, 
dt***rn barked here ami pn*cc« ded to Home by land, a* Saint Paul aUo did, 
almut two humlre<i ami fifty yean* afterward*. There, tie “ foutnl brethren 
will* whom in* wa* de«tre*l to tarry *«ven dav*." (Art*, wviti. Pi, It.) 
Ire fore he jmH'o*<leil on hi* journey W\ the Appi.tn Wav. In tin time of 
tin* geographer Strabo (who died A. I), ). Puteob appear* to have 1 mv» 

a place of great commerce, ami particularly connected with Alexandria. at 
that time the emjMiriuin of tin* cant. It* harbour wu* *pactou« ami well 
eo«*truet«*il ; tming formed <*f va*t pile* of atone ami mortar, winch oiling 
to the strongly cementing pmpMlic* of the latter. ( made with *iutd now 
failul i*itz zoiuua ) became *»>hd ami compact imiwM * , and thu* being 
*»uuk m the mu uflmded wrur«- anchorage lor any number of vcmmIji; m 
the filin' of the Kottian* it po**e**ed a completion* bglithou*e, 

Puteob iweaim* a Unman colony about two hundred y* «r* Indore the 
Chrivtiati icrm ; ami w;t* M»b*e«jin ntlv re -colonized by Augu*tm» ami by 
Nero. From Ciceto w» h am that it w.t* a iituun ipiuin, or tow u corporate 
ifivovtcd with the privilege* ami ItluTtie* of Home, m conjunction with 
it* own particular law* or cu*ti«m* by which it w a* govermd. From the 
real with which it* inhabitant* c»jM»«i*cd the rauw* of Vohfmaian, it wo* 
called Colonist Flat ia. 

From the contiguity of Puteob to Naples it i* vUitrd by most traveller*, 
on account of a few but euriou* remain* of antnpiity which have 
*urvi\ed the iujurn » of time. Among the***, the ruin* of the A s r i r v T 
Mut e, which form a prominent object in our engraving, claim the firat 
notice: neveral of it* pile* *tdl *tand tin*hak« n. They are jmnk in derp 
water, ami once vupjmrUd areinis jmrt* of which remain *u*pend«*d in 
•haltered grandeur over the waviw. It in not known by whom tin* mole 
was eon»truct«xl, but it wn n* par red by the Homan rtnj#eror*, ami an

many a* hate not wen my face tn the fir»h.' ( it. 1 . ) And ** when thi*

( iv. lf». ) From the mention here made of the ijutth from I.aodirea, it

carried about on journeys, Ac. ( Act*, a it- ‘it — .11.) Saint Paul And 
riaitrd Epbr*u« about tbr year 5t »f tbr (hmltau mrm ; and during 
three year* and a half of bit mint*! nr be founded a Anunsbing church. 
Of bis great care of tbe Ephesian immunity, we bare a strong proof, in 
tbr affecting charge which be delivered lo their rldrn at Miletus, wbetw 
be bad convened them on bi* return from Macedonia ( Act*, a*. 16— AH. ), 
and »tiU more in tbe admirable rputb which be afterward* addressed to 
tbcm from Home. (Epb. i. I, Ac.) At thk time, tbe city of Epbrsu* 
abounded with orator* and philosopher* ; and it* inhabitant*, in tbeir 
(ten tile state, were relebfatrd for tbeir Idolatry ami shill in magic, a* 
well a* for tlwfir riches, luxury, and profligacy. Tradition represent* 
Timothy to have been tbe Brat bishop of Ephesus, and that tbe apo*Ue 
John resided here toward* tbe close of hi* life. 

The present state of Ephesus affords a striking illustration of the 
accomplishment of prophecy. Eph«*u* is tbe Aral of the apocalyptic 
churches addressed by Saint John tn the uam* of Jcsu* Christ. *• ilk 
charge against her is a declension in nsbgious fervour ( llev. ti. ♦.), and 
hia threat in rnnaciqiimm is a total extinction of her rcctaaiastkal bright* 
mm. (Rev. ib 5.) After a protracted struggle with the sword of Hum*, 
and the sophisms of the Gnostics, Epbeau* at last gave way. The 
incipient indifference, censured by the warning voice of the prophet, 
increased to a total forgetfulness ; 611, at length, the threatening* of the 
Apocalypse ware fulAUrd, and Ephesus sunk with the general overthrow 
or the Greek empire in the fourteenth century/* 

Modem Ephesus, by the Turks called Amsaluk, (a eormptioo of 
Agios Tbeotogos, from the church of Haiot John the Uwolofhm having 
stood near it.) k a wretched village, eooskting of a few hut*.

•ea, lietiwn twenty -five and thirty miles in circumference. It* aspect 
it forbidding wwl chwrkt*; ami the shore* are in mint places itifjt and 
precipitate. The Hoiuan* umhI this barren *jw>t «» a place of exile ; 
hither the apostle John w nt •« for the word of C »<»<l and for the 
testimony of Jesus Christ’* { Hew », *♦. \ , ami here he wrote the Apoca- 
lypse or Kcvclatinri which luar* hi* name. It i# not known how tong 
bit banishment coutiuued ; Imt it u generally supposed that be was 
rchajM-d on the death of Domttian. which happnnd A. I). *#*, when he 
retired to Cphesn*. 

The Acropolis, or Cil*d*>|, *>f antont I’afuno, wa* discovered in 
I ehrtiarv, IM7. by the lit v, Mr, \\ hittnigtnn, on tin* Mimmit of a halt 
which rite* precisely oil the narrow isthmus that umtr* tin two divisions 
of the idaud, and *< parafe* the prineipal hmlxnir trow jw>rt Meric#* 
After Home research he discovered v«rv < onmd* rahlc it main* of a large 
fortress. This rock or hdl it not »<> loftv a* that on which the modern 
town and monastery arc built , hut it* Modular situation twtwt^n two 
rctnh n it even more commanding. These t« mams lie on the 
northern side of the hill . and from the nature of the ground tin* fortress 
must have formed an irregular triangle. 1 he wall apjiears to have I weft 
seven feet thick, and the tower* no moire fourteen bet in front. The* 
surface of the soil in it* tieighlMHirhood i« much hea|»«d with pile* of 
ruin*; and the whole ana i* thicklv strewn with fragment# of antuftt 
pottery. 

Thi* inland i* d«»rtib«d 1 >\ Mr. Lincnmn (who touted it a few year* 
since) a* having every a pjn* a ranee of I* mg of volcanic origin, ami 
consisting of a rugged nick with a sprinkling of soil ami a slight covering 
of verdure, which, with the *tenht\ of the earth ami the baking heat 
of the sun, is *o crisp a* almost to crumble in the baud. Ifcre are very 
tmincrrm* churches, many of which are opened only or* the anniversary 
festival of the saint* to whom they are rnpriinly dedicated. 

The modem town of Hat mo*, which i* the only one on the island, awl 
the monastery of Saint John, crown the summit of the hilt which i* seen 
in our engraving, alvout three quarter* of an hour's walk from the sea 
shore, and which command* a very extensive prospect over the surround- 
ing island*. The monaster) consist* of a number of tower* and bastions, 
having much more the air of a mditiry than a monastic edifice ; it ts 
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r a r*io%.

Ipiitle Jvbn t ftttd u inter the auspices of the thMutiur emperor, A tens 
(omorm*, in tbe year 1 1 IT* in order to serve «t oner as a mideoce for 
the brethren of Saint John, and o a protection to the inhabitant* against 
the incursion* of pirntn. It no* contain* troinimoditioo for a numerous 
society of mwuks, who arc under the protrclion of thr bishop of Kamo#: 
try thr special permission of thr grand mufti At Constantinople they 
enjoy the rare privilege of a belt, to summon the brethren to their de- 
motions; white almost aH the other religious foundation* in the East — 
the monastery on Mount A thus not rtcrjilwl — are forred to convene 
their inmates to prayers try the striking a haunte r against a crooked 
Irar of Iron. Tlds much envied privilege of the monks of I’atmos is 
ascribed to the high veneration in which the l urks are said to hold the 
eharmeter of Saint John. Like most of the Creek churches, the ehurrh 
Iw'hmgiug to the monasten is gaudy, without either taste or elegance. 
Hoth the vestibule and the interior ur« {tainted with semi-Chinese loads 
of Christ and of the a|H>*ttes ; and tin I'anagia, or Virgin Mary, ap|Han» 
in i very corner. The library of the monks contain* a f« w printed boohs, 
chiefly the works of the (ireek fathers, and also a considerable numlx r 
of inaioiserijtts, which seem to have lieen assorted and pr»'*crved with 
cure. 

The hermitage of Saint Joint lie* about midway In tween the beach 
and the convent: it is approached by a rugged pathway, one sole of 
which inch*****, or rather is formed by, the sacred cave in which the 
evangelist wrote hi* Hev elutions. Before the erection, according to 
Mr. Emerson, it must have Iveen rutin r an e*|xea*d situation, a* it i* 
piernd hut a very' slight way into the rock ; and a* the monks carry on 
a very profitable t rathe by disposing of pieces of the stone for the cure 
of discuses, a great portion of the present excavation may lx* attributed 
to their industry. Two chinks in the rock above arc pointid out as the 
fl|»ertures through which Saint John received the div ine communications. 
They are deemed to lie incomparably sacred ; and, in point of sanctity, 
are second only to the Holy Sepulchre at Jerusalem. 

The inhabitant* of Latino* are about four thousand in number, and 
their appearance is perfectly consonant to the liarren aspect of the island ; 
the men being clad in dirty cotton rags, and the women (who are hand* 
some ) being literally bundles of tilth.

Smy*xa, ftitualixi at the extremity of a beautiful hay on the roaat «*f 
A»it Minor* vt* otic of tk jinm ijwl ritira of the antient rrgitm of Ionia: 
ita early history in iim>lv»i| in tome obscurity. According to the 
geographer Strabo, it dcrivrtl it* name from an Amaiuti, ao called » who 
hating cotwjueml i*})hou«, had in the 6r*t instance transmuted her 
appellation to that city. The Kphorian« afterward* founded the town to 
which it ha* aincc hern appropriated. licfodotu*, however, Mate* that 
Smyrna originally h’lcmjfwl to the JKolian*, who rrittiol into the city 
aome Colophonian exile*. The*e *ub*c<pirntly taking advantage of a 
festival heltl without the town, to which festival the Smyroir&n* n«»rteil 
in great number*, fthut the gate* and Iwcamc master* of the place. Trout 
that time Smyrna o’jiwiI to k an .T«diati city, hut w*» mvirnl into the 
Ionian confederacy. Of all the different citirt, which laid claim to the 
honour of Iw ing the birth-place of Homer, Smyrna verm* to a**rrt her 
claim to that difttinctioti, with the greatest jual and plausibility. 

Though the Stiiyrmeattft fttirreoifiilly rr*i*trd the attack* of Gjrgr* 
king of Lydia* they w«rr Mihjugated hy hi* descendant Ahaltrat and 
in «H»n«r(|tM lire of thi* eietit the city ftunk into decay, and wa» deserted 
for the * pace of four hundred year*. Alexander pmfwiard to rebuild it i 
which design vai Carroll into effect hy Amigoim* and Lytimachu*. the 
latter of whom completed the new city ; the afreet* of winch are ftaid to 
have been remarkably li4tid*onir, being well f*a%ed, And drawn at right 
angle*. Numerous fine portie<*rw t temple*, theatre*, and a public library, 
with the ftplrtidid and lofty arrojKdi*. r* ndewd it one of the mo*t beautiful 
citie* of Ionia. Various grant* and pmihge* wen* eonferre* 1 upon the 
Smynuran* hy the Homan *enatr, for the part which they hail taken 
during the wan* with Antiochu# and Mitbndatr*. I mkr the Hotiun 
emperor*. Smyrna &otm»hod greatly ; and it* school* of eloquence and 
philosophy were held in considerable repute. I rider the Greek emperora 
Smyrna experienced great v»fiw»luil<% Having l**cn taken l*y Tiaehaa, 
a Turkiah chief, towanK the close of the eleventh century, it »M nearly 
deatroyed hy a Greek licet under the rmntntii'l of John l)uca»: the 
emperor Comnena# subsequently nwtornl it, but it again suffeml very 
severely from a siege which it unturned against the force* of Tamerlane. 
Not long after this event it fell into the hand* of the Twin, tit whoae 
pow m iun it ha* remained ever tinrr. 

Modem Smyrna, by the Turk* called I*mir, i* beautifully situated at 
the foot of a lofty mountain* that atretrhe* along the abore to a great 
extent, and haa upon it* aummit the castellated building west on the right 
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am I )mi than 1000 European* of different nation*. I tie I'.ngitsn rromenta 
nxjr bf upward* of one hundred r they dwell in the British factory, which 
ti very rxtrmivc, and is rf*rJo*ed with gate*. The *troet* are narrow, 
and many of the hooan, which arc built of clay, are low ; moat of them 
have roof* of pantile*, sown of which are flat, while other* are gaudily 
painted. There are twenty mosques: the (ireeb have three churrhe*; 
the Armenian*, one; the Utitn, two; and the Protestant*, two: the 
Jew* have eight synagogue*. Frank Street, where the European* rrsidc, 
and in which many sign-board* are eihibited, i* by far the brat street to 
Smyrna s by the English it ha* been named Bond Street ; but the Turk* 
call it Cibtil Mahal*, or tin* Howe Quarter. 

Smyrna has been subject to several awful visitation*. In 1743 it was 
destroyed by Are, and in 1750 by an earthquake ; in 1752, 1758, and 1760, 
it wa» depopulated by plague ; Are again consumed almost the whole of it 
In 1763, 1769, and 1778 ; and in 1814 there were 40,000 person* cut off 
by the plague. Earthquake* and the plague, indeed, are the groat 
calamities of this place : the condition of the Christian* residing hero 
(which 1* not the most secure under the Turkish government) is said to 
be better than in that of any other of the site* of the Seven Churches 
mentioned in the Apocalypse, a* if the promise was still in some measure 
made good to Smyrna : — ** Fear none of those thing* which thou shall 

sutler Be thou faithful unto death, and 1 will give thee a crown 

of life," (Kev. ii. la)

Numerous mntient ruin* of a fortress, a theatre, ami a naumachta, 
attest the magnificence of tin* once royal city. The modern town of 
Bergamo in seen through the magnificent arch on the right of our en- 
graving. It lie* partly on the dope of the hill, and partly in the plain* 
On the summit of the hill. ujw»n the left, i* the Acropolis, on which ia a 
castle nearly covering it* whole summit, incjudiiig »l*>ui eight arm*, to* 
gf-ther with acme remain* of a heathen temple. A neigh In mring crmHlrrjf 
ha*, for age*, been supplied with marble embellishment* from the theatre, 
which are collected in great profusion to ornament the grave*, near to 
which, if not on that rite itself, waa once placed the celebrated Temple of 
.fcacuUpius* which, among other pri rilegc*, had that of an asylum. Hem 
aha am maarive ruin* of the church of Agio* Theotogos, conjectured to 
be one of those which the emperor Theodoriu* caused to be erected. 
Them h another anticnt church in the town, that of Saint Sophia, which 
about thirty year* since was desecrated by being converted into a Turkish 
Pt* S.

Sawu, or Sardes, the ct^tal of the country of Lydia, in A«U, was i 
<*»ty of yrmt antiquity, the founder of which is not certainly known, ft 
situated in a fertile plain, at the foot of the northern dope of Mount 
Tmottt»; which rear* iU hmd in the background of our 

W*|Tirin|, and command* an rtlmuir view over the circumjacent 
country. The river Partolu* ( mm an in«igni heart* brook K which i* aUo 
seen in our view, (towed through the forum. To the tooth of the plain, 
on which Sardis vw erected. stood the temple of Cybrlc, the (aided 
mother of the god* womiiiig to }«tg*n tiiylbidiigy : it was a very antient 
and magnificent edifice. constructed of white mar hie. Of thi* temjde the 
two noble column* which are delineated »n the foreground of our 
engraving, together with a few mutilated fragment* of other ri4umu*, 
•caltrml on the aw an! or sunk in it, arr all that now remain ; those 
column# are Imricd nearly to tin half of their height in the ami. which hat 
accumulated in the % alley once their rnctnttt, m***t probably t*y the 
destruction of the continually crumbling runomre, on which atmwf the 
acrojxdi* or citadel. Tin* column* which b*%r tiecn ikstrwycd hare brew 
Mown up by gunpowder, reduced to block*, and sold to tn^uw and 
Cuttcra of tnmbatonr* : and a* other material* arc wanted, the two 
column* which arc yet standing in all probaluUlj will !»r Masted in the 
name manner; and the traveller, who may hereafter visit thi* »p»4, will 
vainly seek for a vewtigr of the Sanktan trtnpk of i yMle. 

After rt)enming various fortunes, .Sardt* breamr a great ami 
Aouruhing city in the rrign of t rowu* king of Lydia, fry the fame of 
whose riche* ami hospitality men of talents and learning were attracted 
tbit her. On Us* overthrow of tb«* monarch by ( yru*» a t. 51V Sardis 
continued to be the chief town of the I’rman d**m»*m***s in thi* part of 
Asia. On the revolt netted Ivy Arwtagnra* ami Histwru*, the Ionian* 
with the aid of an Athenian force surprised this city, raccpt the citadel, 
which va defended by a numerous JVr*i*n gamwm. Though burnt to 
the ground on this occaakm, Sardt* was igwn relwdt ; and, mttm after 
the defeat of the Persiam at the batik of the Gramma, it surrendered to 
Alexander the Grew*, who commanded that the Lydian* abouhl regain 
their liberty, and resume their artknt Uws and *m#m. During the 
mgn» of the Greek sovereign* in Ada, thi* rity sustained numerous 
reverses ; and from Antioch us, the U*t king of Syria, it pmwed Into the 
pnaanaaion of the Romans, having surrender**! to the two Ketfaoa* ax*

Uh 7 — * IS*) Philadelphia 
had suffered so much from earthquake*, that it had hem in a great 
measure deserted by it* inhabitant*, which may, in tome degree, account 
for the poverty of it* church, a* described in that rpktk, 44 Philadelphia 
appears to have restated the attack* of the Turk*, in \S\% with more 
success than other cities* At a distance from the sea, forgotten by tbs 
emperor, encompassed on all sides by the Turks, her valiant eitkens 
defended their religion and freedom above fourscore years, and at length 
capitulated with the proudest of the Ottoman* ( Basset) in 1990. Among 
the Greek colonies and churches of Asia, Philadelphia is still erect— 
a in i scene of ruins." * Whatever may he lost of the spirit of 

Christianity, there U still the form of a C hristian church in this city ; 
which is now called ABah-Sbchr, or the City of (tod, by the Turk*, and 
which possesses a few remains of heathen antiquity.
